DP bill clears 
Assembly despite 
efforts by anti¬ 
gay organization 


Governor Gray Davis

D espite a vociferous ef¬ 
fort by an anti-gay 
group, the California 
Assembly has passed a 
bill that would enhance pro¬ 
tections for domestic partners, 
raising the hopes of LGBT 
couples seeking equality. 

By a vote of 43-29, legisla¬ 
tors on June 6 passed AB25, 
authored by Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco). The bill now goes to the 
state Senate. 7 

■——.Migden, who authored the 1999 domestic 
paftners law, said, “This bill provides basic 
protections. Current law allows families to 
obtain health insurance for their depen¬ 
dents, pass on property, and. defend their 
economic rights in court. 

“Lesbian and gay families need these pro¬ 
tections, too. These are simple, common¬ 
place rights, not special rights.” 

If enacted, AB25 would include the abili¬ 
ty to: 

• Seek compensation for loss of economic or 
emotional support; 

• Inherit property^without a will, or admin¬ 
ister an estate; ' 

« Make medical decisions in a hospital and 
act as a conservator; 

• Relocate with a domestic partner without

F or the thousands of 
LGBT visitors who de¬

Remembrance 

It may look dainty from 
the bottom of the hill, but 
the annual pink triangle that 
overlooks the city and com¬ 
memorates gay victims of 
the Holocaust is actually 
made up of 152 bright pink 
tarps held in place by sever¬ 
al thousand 12 inch long 
metal stakes and washers 2 
inches in diameter. 

Translation: “We need 
people,” according to pink 
triangle organizer Patrick 
Carney. “It takes a good 50 
or more people and four 
hours or so to put it up. It’s 
real work.” 

Grueling, yet satisfying. 
When else can the fruits of 
your labor grace the hillside for all to see and appreciate? 

The triangle project needs volunteers to meet on Twin Peaks 
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losing unemployment bene¬ 
fits;

• Extend employer-based 
health coverage to domestic 
partners of small businesses, 
and cover dependents with¬ 
out extra taxes. 

Roger Salazar, a 
spokesman for Governor 
Gray Davis, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Davis is “hoping 
to accomplish” expanded DP 
legislation during this legisla- 
five session, which ends Sep¬ 
tember 14. 

“The governor has said that his general 
bias on domestic partner legislation is re¬ 
flected” in a June 8 interview published in 
the San Francisco Chronicle, Salazar added. 
Davis told the newspaper he would sign into 
law a bill granting expanded rights to do¬ 
mestic partners on the issues of employment 
and family leave, but he did not pledge to 
sign the Migden bill. 

Salazar said that decision would come 
once the final version of AB25 arrives on the 
governor’s desk. 

CAPE hope 

The bill was strongly supported by the 
California Alliance for Pride and Equality, a 
nonprofit LGBT advocacy and lobbying 
group. Its Web site is www.calcape.org. 

Executive Director Jean Harris and her 
colleague Eric Astacaan told the B.A.R. that 
they were optimistic about the bill’s progress, 
but did not want to take it for granted. 

“The provisions currently in the bill are 
what Carole Migden calls substantive,” said 
Astacaan. “They are basic LGBT protections, 
fundamental issues.”

A trio of elegantly dressed 
women representing the 
Coalition of Lavender- 
Americans on Smoking and Health 
was escorted off the premises of 
the Westin St. Francis while leaflet¬ 
ting the attendees of GLAAD’s 
black-tie 12th annual awards ban¬ 
quet last Saturday, June 9. 

The informational flier asked 
GLAAD supporters to let the or¬ 
ganization know if they preferred 
that GLAAD not accept tobacco 
sponsorship as they had for this 
and other similar events. The flier 
began with a reprint of a letter 
that was published in the June 7 
B.A.R. in which this writer raised 
the question of the advisability of 
tobacco sponsorship. 

“Should our national organi¬ 
zations be accepting financial sup¬ 
port from the tobacco industry?” 
the flier asked. “Should they be 
helping to promote smoking at 
LGBT events? We think not. What 
do you think? Please contact 
GLAAD.” 

As a sponsor of the event, to¬ 
bacco giant Brown and 
Williamson was given GLAAD’s 
blessing to provide a smoking 
lounge and give away free samples 
of their Lucky Strike brand. 

Early in the evening, GLAAD 
Development Director Julie An¬ 
derson confronted the leafletters. 
According to demonstrator 
Catherine Saiki, “She angrily 
shoved the flier back in my hand 
and asked me if she, a non-smok¬ 
er, should be subject to all the ‘icky 
smokers’ on the sidewalk when she 
went outside. She claimed that, in 
fact, GLAAD was doing everyone 
a service by isolating them in an 
upstairs room away from those 
who choose not to smoke. 


“Eventually, we were asked to 
leave and, literally, escorted to the 
door. I left with a heavy heart. It’s 
upsetting that an organization 
that I hold in such high esteem 
would have taken the position that 
they did - not only accepting 
funding from the tobacco indus¬ 
try and promoting smoking, but 
angrily confronting us and having 
us escorted from the building. We 
were only trying to raise a legiti¬ 
mate issue with their supporters.” 

GLAAD Executive Director 
Joan M. Garry denied that 
GLAAD was responsible for the 
removal of the women. According 
to coalition spokesman Bob Gor¬ 
don, Garry assured him that she 
had given explicit instructions not 
to interfere with the rights of the 
demonstrators to express their 
opinions. 

Gordon added, “She even said 
she appreciated the polite de¬ 
meanor with which the women 


conducted themselves, often giv¬ 
ing directions to the attendees.” 

Phone calls to the Westin St. 
Francis seeking to clarify what ac¬ 
tually happened were not re¬ 
turned. 

GLAAD News Media Director 
Cathy Renna attempted to medi¬ 
ate after the women were thrown 
out. Gordon, who attended the 
$200-a-head event as a supporter 
of GLAAD, asked her if GLAAD 
had responded to the revelation 
that RJ Reynolds called their mar¬ 
keting plan for gay men in the 
Castro “Project Scum.” According 
to Gordon, Renna responded that 
GLAAD reacts to defamation 
from the media and not from pri¬ 
vate industry. 

After the awards ceremony, 
Gordon spoke with Garry who as¬ 
sured him that the GLAAD board 
would be open to discussing 
GLAAD’s policy regarding future 
tobacco sponsorship. ▼

O ver 2,000 people are expect¬ 
ed to attend the 24th an¬ 
niversary celebration of San 
Francisco’s National Center for 
Lesbian Rights during the week¬ 
end of June 29-July 1. 

The celebration of the nation’s 
premier lesbian legal center in¬ 
cludes a kickoff reception on June 
29 at the Castro’s Mecca Restau¬ 
rant; boating on the bay, and other 
outdoor activities on June 30; and

1. But the weekend is anchored by 
the event for which NCLR is most 
known: the “Gala Dinner Dance,” 
an annual benefit and major 
fundraiser, held this year on Sat¬ 


urday, June 30 at the Moscone 
Center Ballroom. 

Emceed by famed lesbian co¬ 
median Kate Clinton, the dinner 
dance will honor members of the 
community who have made a dif¬ 
ference in the struggle for lesbian 
rights. Honorees include Sally 
Gearhart, a leader in the fight 
against the homophobic Briggs 
Initiative in 1978. Gearhart will 
receive the “Founders Award” for a 
lifetime of activism. Other recipi¬ 
ents are Nadine Smith, who will 
receive the “Community Commit¬ 
ment Award” for her work as ex¬ 
ecutive director of Equality Flori¬ 
da; and Sharon Smith, the surviv¬ 
ing partner of dog mauling victim 
Diane Whipple, who will receive 
the “Justice Award” for challeng¬ 


ing California’s wrongful death 
law. 

Anniversary dinner tickets 
start at $175 and can be purchased 
through NCLR by calling (415) 
392-6257. All proceeds benefit 
NCLR, the nation’s only legal re¬ 
source center with a primary 
commitment to advancing the 
rights and safety of lesbians and 
their families through litigation, 
public policy advocacy, free legal 
advice and counseling, and public 
education.

Sacramento, Monterey celebrate Pride Sat.

W ith just 10 days until San 
Francisco’s 31st annual 
Pride Parade and celebra¬ 
tion, the LGBT communities in 
two other California cities gear up 
for their Pride events this week¬ 
end. 

To the north of the Bay Area, 
Sacramento will celebrate lesbian 
and gay Pride in the capital city’s 
historic Southside Park this Satur¬ 


day, June 16. Down south, in 
Monterey, Pride of Monterey an¬ 
nounced that its festival also takes 
place this Saturday. 

More low-key than San Fran¬ 
cisco or Los Angeles Pride week¬ 
ends, Sacramento’s festival, which 
starts at 10 a.m., may just be the 
perfect warm-up for San Francis¬ 
co’s raucous affair. Nonstop enter¬ 
tainment on three stages and 
many exhibitors combine for a 
commemoration of Stonewall not 
unlike a county fair, according to 


organizers. 

Special events include the “pets 
in drag” contest, the leather alley, 
sports park, beer garden, and 
plenty of food vendors. Other 
events include motorcycle, square 
dancing, and karaoke contests.

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‘Geezer’ clarified in 
publicity for party

I| minor controversy is smol- 
Mm dering over a word used to 
describe the gay, bi, or trans 
men aged 40 and over invited to 
the Geezers’ Ball at the Julia Mor¬ 
gan Ballroom this Monday, June 
18. 

The Stop AIDS Project, the 
main sponsor of the event, has is¬ 
sued a statement to clarify its use 
of the word “geezer” in publicity 
for the dance, including an adver¬ 
tisement in the Bay Area Reporter. 

Stop AIDS Project officials said 
they had received several calls 
from community members ex¬ 
pressing concern. 

“While some have supported 
our choosing this name,” wrote 
Paul Miller and Carlton Smith, 
“others feel disappointed and 
angry because they believe that 
the word geezer is being used to 
diminish the value of older men 
in the lesbian, gay, bi, transgender 
community. 

“This, in fact, is the exact op¬ 
posite of our intention. As those 
who attend will discover, the 
Geezers’ Ball is actually a celebra¬ 
tion of men 40 and older who 
have lived through the AIDS epi¬ 
demic as both long-term survivors 
and caregivers. 

“A person who epitomizes this 
idea and more is Harry Hay, the 
political activist who helped start 
the Mattachine Society half a cen¬ 
tury ago, which was one of the | 


forerunners of the modern lesbian 
and gay movement. 

“Mr. Hay will be at the Geezer’s 
Ball to receive a special award 
from the planners of the event for 
his contribution to the struggle 
for lesbian and gay rights.” 

In your prime? 

The ball is an “In Your Prime” 
event of Stop AIDS Project, in 
conjunction with Midlife Gay 
Men of Most Holy Redeemer- 
AIDS Support Group, G-40 Plus 
Club, and New Leaf Outreach to 
Seniors (formerly Gay and Les¬ 
bian Outreach to Elders). 

Valerie Hayden, co-director of 
New Leaf Outreach to Seniors and 
director of its women’s programs, 
told the B.A.R. that she had not 
been part of the event planning 
but had told Miller she felt the 
term would be offensive to some 
seniors. 

“I have some concerns; there 
were people who said, ‘We don’t 
like this name.’ Others said, ‘Who 
cares?,’” Hayden added. 

Steven Gibson, Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject’s program director, said he 
didn’t generally hear young men 
using the term, but that some 
older men used it in “self-effacing 
humor.” 

“Maybe some people thought 
young guys were organizing the ball, 
and maybe they were poking fun at 
older men,” Gibson said, adding that 
the planners were over 40. 

Miller, Stop AIDS Project’s 
workshops and forums develop¬ 


ment manager, argued that choos¬ 
ing “geezers” was a deliberate ef¬ 
fort to encourage debate over age 
issues in the gay community. 

“In my head, geezer was a dirty 
old man, wheezy, like grandpa,” 
said Miller, who is nearing 50. 
“The whole idea was to embrace 
the term. It’s kind of like younger 
people using ‘queer.’” 

The use of “queer” on a banner 
at the San Francisco LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center, and the Pride 
theme of “Queerific”have sparked 
public debate in the Bay Area re¬ 
cently. 

“‘Geezer’ is not designed to put 
us in a negative light. We’d like to 
show younger generations of men 
there is successful aging. It’s en¬ 
couraging younger men to get 
into major conversations. This has 
a lot to do with the middle-aged 
generation being decimated by 
AIDS. We hoped this would be a 
natural [generational] bridge,” 
Miller said. 

Using the term, Miller added, 
“creates a buzz. If we had used 
‘Gold and Silver,’ would that have 
drawn attention? 

“That was the whole point. 
Younger people do look at us as 
over the hill, trolls - it’s the 5-sec¬ 
ond [glance]. We aim to show 
older men are still vital, alive. We 
want younger people to see we’re 
still there, not invisible.” 

Publicity for the ball includes a 
drawing of two men dancing hap¬ 
pily. One has white hair and sad¬ 
dle shoes; the other is balding. V 


Hearing on Hera Friday

T he fate of Hera, one of the 
two dogs involved in the 
deadly January 26 attack on 
Diane Whipple, will be taken up at 
a hearing this Friday, June 15. 

San Francisco Animal Care 
and Control and the San Francis¬ 
co Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals are strongly 
urging the dog be euthanized, 
calling its current treatment cruel. 
Since the attack, Hera has been in 
the custody of Animal Care and 
Control and has been kept in a 
small pen without being allowed 
to take walks. Bane, the male dog 
who instigated the attack, was de¬ 
stroyed just after the incident. 

The SPCA’s animal behavior 
expert, Jean Donaldson, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that she has 
lobbied prosecutors without suc¬ 
cess to let Hera be euthanized. 



Hera in isolation 


Donaldson has observed Hera and 
said that it would serve no pur¬ 
pose to keep her alive because the 
behavior she now exhibits is the 
result of being kept in isolation for 
several months. Donaldson added 


that a videotape was made of Hera 
after the attack and that wotild be 
far more indicative of her behav¬ 
ior at the time of the attack. 

Prosecutors say that while they 
are concerned about Hera being 
kept in cruel conditions, they are 
more concerned that the defense 
could use Hera’s destruction as 
grounds to help their case. 

“If Hera is put to sleep and 
then the defense accuses us of de- * 
stroying exculpatory evidence, we 
could blow the whole case behind 
that,” San Francisco District At¬ 
torney spokesman, Fred Gardner, 
told the B.A.R. “So we’re kind of 
in a tough bind. We’re hoping that 
Judge Warren will order the de¬ 
fense to conduct whatever tests 
they deem necessary and then we 
can do what Animal Care and 
Control wants to do, that is to put 
the dog out of its isolated exis¬ 
tence.”

Club Townsend manager 
loses round in court

lub Townsend’s events man¬ 
ager and part-owner, Audrey 

_Joseph, lost a round in court 

last week when a judge ruled that a 
lawyer suing the club for wrongful 
death can add Joseph to his lawsuit 
as a defendant, potentially putting 
her personal assets as well as her 
corporation’s assets in jeopardy. 
The judge also allowed the case to 
proceed on the plaintiff’s claims of 
fraud and deceit against Joseph, 
potentially opening her up to un¬ 
limited punitive damages. 

The club is being sued by Par- 
malee Goring, the mother of Jef¬ 
frey Goring, a 35-year-old San Jose 
man who collapsed and died of a 
heart attack in the club’s Saturday 
night Club Universe venue on Feb¬ 
ruary 13, 2000. The complaint al¬ 
leges there was a life-threatening 
delay of 15 minutes from the time 
Goring collapsed until 911 was 
called. The suit claims the club de¬ 
layed in calling for an ambulance 
out of concern that calling 911 too 
often could jeopardize its license. 
Besides Joseph and the Token Diva 
Corporation which owns the club, 
the suit names as defendants for¬ 
mer club manager Jon Morris and 
the 183 Townsend Corporation 
which owned building at the time 
of Goring’s death. 

Joseph’s lawyer, Kate Dyer, de¬ 
clined to comment on the details 
of the suit’s allegations but told 
the Bay Area Reporter that last 
week’s ruling only means that a 
judge granted the right to argue 


that Joseph should be held per¬ 
sonally liable for damages. Dyer 
stressed that the determination 
over whether she can be held li¬ 
able has yet to be decided. 

Joseph herself has declined to 
talk with the B.A.R., other than to 
say last week that she was not in 
the club at the time of the incident. 

Joseph owns 80 percent of the 
stock in the Token Diva Corpora¬ 
tion. That stock is currently being 
held in a trust. On May 31, Joseph 
submitted an application with the 
state Alcoholic Beverage Control 
to transfer the stock from the trust 
back to her direct control. ABC is 
investigating that request in light 
of Joseph’s criminal background. 

Joseph set up the trust in Janu¬ 
ary 1997, just nine months before 
she agreed to a plea bargain with 
federal prosecutors over her in¬ 
volvement in a money laundering 
s'cheme. According to federal 
court documents, Joseph’s attor¬ 
ney claimed she couldn’t afford a 
fine and instead she was ordered 
to pay just over $20,000 in restitu¬ 
tion which she was allowed to pay 
off by holding benefits at the club. 
She avoided a prison sentence and 
was put on five years probation. 
Joseph’s lawyer got a judge to de¬ 
clare an early end to probation in 
1999 because of Joseph’s exem¬ 
plary behavior. 

Joseph applied to transfer the 
stock back from the trust just two 
weeks after Goodfellow filed no¬ 
tice that he intended to ask a judge 
to allow him to add Joseph as a de¬ 
fendant. Goodfellow declined to 
comment on the timing of the 


stock transfer request and whether 
he is concerned that she may be 
trying to shield her assets from an 
unfavorable judgment in his suit. 

Although the state is investi¬ 
gating Joseph’s background, San 
Francisco Police say they are not. 

Joseph was required to disclose 
her prior conviction for dealing co¬ 
caine in 1975 when she first ap¬ 
plied for a police permit to operate 
her club in 1993. The B.A.R. ob¬ 
tained a copy of that permit which 
remains on file at San Francisco 
Police headquarters. The section 
that asked applicants to list crimi¬ 
nal convictions was left blank. 

When Joseph reapplied for the 
same permit in 1994 after her busi¬ 
ness partner died, “possession of il¬ 
legal substance” was listed. Accord¬ 
ing to federal court records, the ac¬ 
tual charge was “possession with in¬ 
tent to distribute cocaine,” a signif¬ 
icantly greater charge than simply 
possessing an illegal substance. No 
explanation was mentioned in the 
club’s file to explain the obvious 
discrepancies in the two applica¬ 
tions or whether anything was ever 
done to verify the information. 

Although the application was 
submitted under a penalty of per¬ 
jury, Joseph may be off the hook 
for perjury charges because the 
applications were not signed by 
her, but by her business partners. 
Rose Meyer, who oversees the per¬ 
mitting process for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Polite Department told the 
B.A.R. that a prior felony convic¬ 
tion wouldn’t necessarily disqual¬ 
ify an applicant from obtaining a 
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Britt brings his own 
brand of politics to race

I ’m really having fun,” are the 
first words out of Harry Britt’s 
mouth. 

The former supervisor who re¬ 
placed the late Harvey Milk and 
continued the lefty tradition of 
politics in San Francisco for three 
more terms is speaking of his re¬ 
cent decision to run for the 13th 
District Assembly seat after 
spending almost a decade away 
from politics. The New College 
professor describes his entry as a 
mixture of chance and idealism, 
but a decision that was not made 
lightly. 

“George Bush’s entrance on the 
scene, the failure of California 
leadership to respond to the ener¬ 
gy crisis, and the shift in power in 
local politics are indicative of 
great dangers and great opportu¬ 
nities,” Britt told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I teach my students they 
should try to do great things with 
their lives. So when Tom Ammi- 
ano called me and said people 
were talking about this it didn’t 
seem responsible to just say no. 
I’ve talked with community lead¬ 
ers and there is a sense that I have 
something to give that is needed 
here. But I took my time an¬ 
nouncing; I wanted to make sure 
we could balance the financial ad¬ 
vantage of the other candidate 
and that this election was

winnable. I’m not doing this for a 
hobby. I would not be in this race 
unless I felt strongly it was mine 
to lose.” 

The other candidate of which 
Britt speaks, of course, is Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno. Fresh off a hard- 
fought victory for his current seat, 
the supe has thrown his hat into 
the ring for the state job, as many 
expected he would. 

What was unexpected, howev¬ 
er, was how Britt’s entrance would 
garner some surprise support. As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden, 
whose seat is sought by Leno and 
Britt, immediately backed Britt, 
throwing a wrench into the as¬ 


sumption that this would be a race 
of the “Ammiano versus the 
Mayor Brown camps.” Migden re¬ 
placed Brown in the Assembly and 
backed him over Ammiano dur¬ 
ing the mayoral race of 1999. Leno 
has the strong support of many 
San Francisco Democrats, support 
that usually includes a list of guar¬ 
anteed endorsements and the 
ever-important campaign funds. 
But with Migden’s move to sup¬ 
port Britt, say political analysts, 
anything is possible, including a 
division of the typical “Brown” 
and “Ammiano” crowds. 

For Britt, however, the race is 
not about any of these labels. 

“I like Mark Leno,” he said. “He 
gave me $1,000 when I ran for 
Congress. But people came to me 
and said, l We think you can do the 
job better.’ Mark is a likable young 
man recently elected to a board 
position and I hope he does well 
there. I believe I can do a more ef¬ 
fective job at the state level or I 
wouldn’t be running.” 

Britt does acknowledge, 
though, that he believes the public 
perception of Leno as a strong ally 
of Brown’s - despite Leno’s shift 
away from mayoral loyalty that 
started last year - is baggage that 
he himself does not carry. 

“This district needs representa¬ 
tion that will define issues clearly 
and strongly, and be able to stand 
up against money interests. I have

Supes enact limits on 
TICs, reaping praise 
and whiff of lawsuits

P assage of fresh housing leg¬ 
islation by the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors on 
Monday, June 11 is drawing qual¬ 
ified praise from tenant advocates 
and outrage from opponents. 

The bill would regulate the con¬ 
troversial practice of tenancies-in- 
common, in which people band 
together to buy housing, but which 
often results in tenant evictions. 

An elated Robert Haaland, 
who has been in the forefront of 
the debate over how to meet ten¬ 
ants’ needs, said passage of the 
amended ordinance, written by 
Supervisor Jake McGoldrick, 
would probably survive any veto 
by Mayor Willie Brown. 


“Officially, the mayor has not 
taken a position,” Haaland, with 
the city’s Housing Rights Commit¬ 
tee, told the Bay Area Reporter on 
Tuesday, June 12. “But with an 8 to 
3 vote, it’s probably veto-proof.” 

McGoldrick could not be 
reached for comment by press 
time. 

Originally he had offered a vari¬ 
ation of a proposed ordinance by 
Supervisor Chris Daly that would 
limit Ellis Act evictions but in¬ 
crease the numbers of conversions 
of TICs into condos. McGoldrick’s 
bill expanded the conversions from 
200 to 400 annually. 

In addition to McGoldrick, Su¬ 
pervisors Tom Ammiano, Chris 
Daly, Matt Gonzalez, Mark Leno, 
Sophie Maxwell, Aaron Peskin, 
and Gerardo Sandoval voted for 


the bill. Voting against it were Su¬ 
pervisors Tony Hall, Gavin New¬ 
som, and Leland Yee. 

The bill that passed was 
changed considerably from Mc¬ 
Goldrick’s compromise proposal. 

One key difference is that own¬ 
ers of all TICs formed before July 
15,2001 could automatically con¬ 
vert their units to condos. 

“This amendment is huge,” 
Haaland said. “It could potential¬ 
ly apply to 2,000 to 4,000 units.” 

Opponents’ view 

Opponents of controls on 
TICs have argued that the process 
gives people who otherwise could 
not afford to buy a San Francisco 
home a chance to purchase a unit.

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Conference addresses 
preservation of gay sites

J ust when you thought that 
Pride week was all commer¬ 
cialism without context 
comes the gay preservation con¬ 
ference, “Looking Back and For¬ 
ward: Significant Places of the 
GLBT Community,” taking place 
June 21 and 22 in San Francisco. 

Based on the concept that our 
significant places tell an important 
story, the conference will focus on 
interpreting and documenting his¬ 
torical sites of the GLBT commu¬ 
nity; highlighting preservation 
projects like Harvey Milk’s former 
camera shop; hearing from queer 
historians; and identifying under¬ 
ground culture. Presentations and 
walking tours will be given, and 
featured speakers include Susan 
Stryker of the GLBT Historical So¬ 
ciety of Northern California, au¬ 
thor Will Fellows, national consul¬ 
tant William Coburn, and others 
who focus on community preser¬ 
vation. 

The conference kicks off on 
Thursday, June 21 with a plenary 


session addressing “The Evolution 
of the GLBT Community and 
Place,” and the preservation 
movement and its relationship to 
the national GLBT community. 
Next, a session will give an 
overview of neighborhoods and 
GLBT projects as described by 
historians from particular regions. 
A lunch time talk will unveil cur¬ 
rent research on San Francisco’s 
queer geography, which is fol¬ 
lowed by a session on the GLBT 
role in historic interiors. A tour of 
the Civic Center area and Hayes 
Valley District will walk partici¬ 
pants through the assassination of 
the late Supervisor Harvey Milk as 
well as visit the new emerging gay 
communities. The day wraps up 
with a gala reception at the hip 
Bucheon Gallery, 540 Hayes Street 
near Laguna and Octavia. The re¬ 
ception begins at 6 p.m. and is 
open to attendees and the public. 

On Friday, June 22, the confer¬ 
ence picks up with a session on 
strategies to save these historic 
GLBT sites, followed by a presen¬ 
tation on San Francisco’s Tender¬ 
loin, Polk, and SOMA, and an 


overview of places of GLBT spiri¬ 
tuality. The lunch time discussion 
is entitled, “Gay Men as Keepers of 
Culture.” The walking tour that 
follows will include the James C. 
Hormel Gay and Lesbian Center 
at the San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary, as well as significant places 
of the transgendered community 
throughout the Tenderloin dis¬ 
trict. The conference concludes 
with a discussion of specific na¬ 
tional and local activities and 
tasks ahead. A TGIF party with 
tours of the nearby Fallon Build¬ 
ing will take place at Piaf’s, 1686 
Market Street at Gough. 

“Looking Back and Forward” is 
sponsored by Friends of 1800 Mar¬ 
ket, the group that was originally 
formed to save the historic Fallon 
Building during construction of 
the LGBT Community Center. It 
will take place, for the most part, at 
the Hotel Bijou, 111 Mason Street. 
Registration is $100 and includes 
all sessions, tours, lunch, recep¬ 
tions, and other activities. Space is

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Is proposed boycott good idea? 


I t seems to us that the Human Rights 
Campaign is putting the cart before the 
horse with its announcement this week 
for a community boycott of Exxon Mobil 
Corporation because of the company’s fail¬ 
ure to expand non-discrimination policies. 
Mobil, which had that policy along with do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, was bought by 
Exxon, which did not. To be successful, a 
boycott must have tremendous support at 
the local level, and right now, at least, that 
doesn’t appear to be the case. Elizabeth 
Birch, HRC’s executive director, readily ad¬ 
mitted as much Tuesday in a conference call 
with reporters when she said that they were 
announcing the boycott first, and then at¬ 
tempting to get public support later. 

A spokesman at Exxon Mobil pointed 
out that the company maintained a policy 
on discrimination and harassment that in¬ 
cluded sexual orientation; the HRC boycott 
seems designed solely to get the company to 
include gays and lesbians in its equal em¬ 
ployment opportunity statement. 

The last successful boycott of a company 
by the LGBT community was the one initi¬ 
ated against United Airlines a few years ago. 
That boycott, which was started in San Fran¬ 
cisco by Equal Benefits Advocates, had a 
goal: to get United to comply with the city’s 
landmark equal benefits ordinance. After 
years of demonstrations at United ticket 
counters and a successful campaign that in¬ 
volved gay and lesbian employees of United, 
the airline abruptly changed course and in 
1999 announced that it would comply with 
the city’s law. The ordinance requires com¬ 
panies that do business with the city to offer 
benefits to domestic partners of employees 
if it offers those benefits to employees’ 
spouses. While the law affected hundreds of 
companies that have city contracts, United 
was the one firm that balked the loudest and 
extensively litigated the matter before losing 
on two fronts - in the court of law and in the 
court of public opinion. 

Members of Equal Benefits Advocates, 
however, did their homework when they 


launched the boycott. They rallied at com¬ 
munity events and regularly held demon¬ 
strations to draw public attention to the 
cause. They enlisted the help of the Team¬ 
sters, and the city’s Democratic es¬ 
tablishment. A broad coalition of ( 

community leaders, from ac- 
tivists to politicians, jumped on 
board and it was only after the 
boycott took on a life of its own — 
that HRC belatedly joined it. We re¬ 
member, we were there. 

Today, a year after the merger, HRC 
is calling for the boycott 
against Exxon Mobil - but 
only halfway. They aren’t de¬ 
manding that domestic part¬ 
ner benefits be restored to all eligible em¬ 
ployees (as it stands now, employees of 
Mobil who were covered by the policy at the 
time of the takeover have the benefits). Nor 
does it appear that HRC has enlisted the 



help of gay and lesbian workers at the oil 
. company giant; rather, they are asking that 
people stop patronizing Exxon Mobil busi¬ 
nesses and cut up their credit cards, and 
send half of the card to the company and 
the other half to HRC. 

Birch said there are no plans to run 
a media campaign around the boy¬ 
cott, and that means many people in 
the community probably won’t hear 
about it. 

While we would certainly urge 
Exxon Mobil to add sexual orienta¬ 
tion to its equal employment 
opportunity statement and ex¬ 
pand domestic partner bene¬ 
fits to all eligible employees 
rather than just to those who worked for 
Mobil before the buyout, we must question 
whether a national boycott, led from the top 
down, is a wise move or one well-planned 
for success. ▼ 
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Boys do cry

I heard the news of the recent ruling in 
JoAnn Brandon’s wrongful death suit in 
the murder of her son, Brandon Teena. 
It was just days after the Human Rights 
Watch broke the news on their survey on 
male prisoner rape, and only weeks after still 
another school shooting involving a student 
who had reportedly been routinely intimi¬ 
dated and gender-baited. 

Gender-based violence runs like a fault 
line through society, separating the strong 
from the weak, the dominant from the vul¬ 
nerable, the violent from the more peaceful. 
The authorities’ frequent failure to act mir¬ 
rors our own inactivity and silence, as if 
gender-based violence is an ugly, but un¬ 
avoidable, byproduct of gender roles. 

According to HRW’s report, prison 
guards look the other way in thousands of 
rapes of victims who are smaller, less vio¬ 
lent, and thus more sexually vulnerable, and 
according to an article in the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, school officials ignored the frequent 
harassment and bullying directed at the ma¬ 
jority of recent school shooting assailants. 
And as for transgender violence, activists in 
New York are planning a memorial vigil for 
Amanda Milan, who had her throat cut last 
year as she was entering a cab and bled to 
death. 

In each case, gender is used to dehu¬ 
manize and degrade. Prisoners who have 
been raped are often referred to as “bitch¬ 
es.” The favored taunt used against student 
assailants was “faggot.” Amanda Milan’s as¬ 
sailant reportedly yelled, “You’re a man!” 
and “I know that’s a dick you have in be¬ 
tween your legs!” 

Of the murdered Brandon Teena, Sher¬ 
iff Charles Laux famously retorted, “You can 
call it ‘it’ for all I care.” Forty of us quietly 
assembled on the courthouse square to hold 
a memorial vigil on May 15, 1995, the day 
lohn Lotter and Tom Nissen went on trial. I 


doubt any of us could have clearly explained 
why we were there, except to say by our 
presence that his murder was terribly wrong 
and those at fault should be held account¬ 
able. 

We stood quietly in the cold sunlight 
with our posters and T-shirts and signs and 
by noon the local neo-Nazis were circling 
the square in their cars, giving us stiff¬ 
armed “Sieg Heil” salutes out the windows, 
spitting at us, and occasionally trying to run 
us off the sidewalks with their pickups. 

Townspeople drove by and offered 
every reaction in the world, from the 
incredulous gaze to complete indif¬ 
ference, the quiet supportive word 
to the unprintable observation on 
Brandon’s body. A local farmer 
confided he hated this whole mur¬ 
der thing because his taxes had 
gone up so much to pay 
for the trial he was in 
danger of having to sell 
his farm. 

Nissen got life without possibility of pa¬ 
role. Lotter got the death sentence. Sheriff 
Laux went on to become a county commis¬ 
sioner. 

Five days before they killed him, Lotter 
and Nissen abducted Brandon, beat him 
bloody, took turns raping him, and then 
forced him to shower to remove evidence of 
their assault. They threatened to kill him if 
he told the sheriff, which he immediately 
did, believing he would get protection. 

He was wrong. Instead, Sheriff Laux sub¬ 
jected Brandon to a demeaning interview 
that featured exchanges like these: 

CBL: And what did you have in your un¬ 
derpants?.. . You didn’t have a sock? Do you 
run around once in a while with a sock in 
your pants to make you look like a boy? 

BT: Yeah. 

CBL: Okay. So then after he could stick 
in your vagina he stuck it in your box or in 
your buttocks, is that right? 

BT: Yes, sir. 


CBL: How long did he do that? 

BT: Long enough, I didn’t time it. 

CBL: I mean did he, did it seem like a 
lifetime. Or what? 

BT: It seems like it took forever. 

CBL: All right, did it feel like he stuck it 
in very far? Or not? 

BT: I don’t know how far. It hurt. 

CBL: Did you holler all the time he was 
putting it in? 

When they discovered Brandon had 
gone to the sheriff - which was easy since 
he invited all three to his office at the same 
time - Lotter and Nissen returned as they’d 
promised and killed Brandon right after 
Christmas Day, 1993. They shot 
and then stabbed him in the 
stomach until he was dead. Then 
I they killed an African American 
friend who was staying over and 
his girlfriend to prevent 
any witnesses. The cou¬ 
ple’s infant child they 
spared. 

As the first day of their trial ended we 
packed up, hugged quick goodbyes, and re¬ 
turned to Iowa City or New York or Men¬ 
docino. We had no way of knowing that 
right then, back in Haverill, Massachusetts, 
a transgender woman named Debbie Forte 
was being strangled and stabbed to death. 

On May 20 - almost six years to the day 
- a Nebraska State Supreme Court unani¬ 
mously told Sheriff Charles Laux what I be¬ 
lieve we had been trying to say. That his be¬ 
havior was “extreme and outrageous.” That 
he was “negligent” in his duty. That victims 
of gender-based violence have the right to 
equal protection under the law, regardless of 
their gender. It’s a lesson our prisons, police, 
and schools must learn. ▼

group who first distanced themselves from drag 
queens until drag queens fought with police on that 
celebrated night 32 years ago? This group of gay white 
men rode the coattails of these drag queens, took over 
the movement, and excluded people of color, trans¬ 
genders, and women. They then took their new sense 
of “pride” and flocked to dance clubs, twirling to 
music by women, people of color, and transgenders 
inside while excluding or making to feel unwelcome 
the women, people of color, and transgenders waiting 
to enter outside. They then formed “civil rights” or¬ 
ganizations while again excluding women, transgen¬ 
ders, and people of color and issues affecting those 
communities. Even their response to the AIDS epi¬ 
demic was by, for, and about gay white males. So they 
are correct. They aren’t “queer.” There is nothing odd 
about them. The only difference between them and 
their heterosexual counterparts are that they admit to 
having sex with men. These gay white men are actu¬ 
ally white gay men - they are white first and foremost. 
Long before they knew that they were gay, they (and 
everyone else) knew they were white, and being born 
a white male automatically comes with a sense of en¬ 
titlement that they naturally bring with them into the 
“alternative” world. Many of them recognize this and 
strive to be inclusive in their dealings with all groups 
in the queer community.

Negative connotations 

I am writing today to express my dissatisfaction in 
the choice of this year’s theme for the Pride Parade 
and festival, which is “Queerific.” For those of us over 
40, the word queer has nothing but negative conno¬ 
tations. Many of us were called “queer” by 
classmates and strangers, even before we 
may have discovered sexuality, let alone 
homosexuality. Some of us may have even 
taunted others with that same word in 
our youth. 

If one takes the time to look up 
“queer,” the definitions include “worth- 
less,” “differing in some odd way from 
what is usual or normal,” “mildly in¬ 
sane,” “absorbed or interested to an extreme or un¬ 
reasonable degree,” and “not quite well.” Hardly a 
good choice of words to demonstrate pride in our¬ 
selves. 

There are those, often younger people, who believe 
that by using this word, that we have taken away its 
hurtful power. Nothing can take away the negative 
connotations that this word-engenders by its use. No 
more than using the n-word by blacks takes away its 
hurt, the use of queer still sparks a twinge in many of 
us. Both of these words (and several others) are still 
used by those who would oppress so many of us for 
who we are. 

If queer is such a good word, then we might as well 
use “Fagtastic” as the theme.

Its use insults me, 
my friends, and my predecessors. It ignores the pain 
that we have endured so that we all could celebrate 
our lives as contributing members of society. 

It is now my understanding that there is someone 
(perhaps backed by the SFLGBTPCC) in the process 
of trying to persuade businesses and charities to con¬ 
tribute to full page ads supporting this demeaning 
“Queerific” theme. Like many others, I can vote with 
my dollars. Those who support this effort won’t be 
getting my money, and they’ll lose more than the re¬ 
quested contribution. 

Were it not for my commitment to the communi¬ 
ty, I would not even attend the parade or festival in 
protest. But as disappointed that I am with the theme, 

I will show my support for the community by serving 
as a safety monitor. I sincerely hope that the Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Pride Celebration Com¬ 
mittee can become more sensitive to the feelings of all 
of our community, and choose a theme next year that 
does not insult a large percentage of their participants 
and supporters. 

If we can get them to do that, then maybe in a few 
years, they’ll shorten the name to just San Francisco 
Pride Parade and festival. That would be a truly in¬ 
clusive name, allowing our heterosexual supporters 
(such as PFLAG) to march with pride as well.

Society needs to examine itself 

How utterly horrifying that Victoria Brownworth 
suggests classifying homophobia as a mental illness 
[“Is homophobia mental illness?” Guest Opinion, June 
7]. In doing so, she propagates the myth that doctors 
should “treat” people with views that are unaccept¬ 
able to society and lets down those with real and seri¬ 
ous mental health problems. 

If we call homophobes mentally ill, then we as a 
society have the duty to care for them in the same way 
as we should care for all those who are ill. In other 
words, we must provide them with compassionate 
care, understanding, acceptance, and sanctuary. Is this 
what she envisions? People who are ill are not re¬ 
sponsible for their suffering, and deserve our empa¬ 
thy. Homophobes who commit violent acts should 
not be granted sanctuary, but should be criminalized, 
for they know what it is that they do. It is dangerous 
to ask psychiatrists to become jailers - they are doc¬ 
tors, not agents of the criminal justice system. 

In saying that “extreme racism is as pathological 
and dangerous as untreated schizophrenia,” Brown- 
worth stigmatizes people with schizophrenia by sug¬ 
gesting that they are a grave risk to others. The evi¬ 
dence suggests otherwise. People with schizophrenia 
are farmore likely to harm themselves than to harm 
others. And the proportion of homicides committed 
by those with mental illness has been steadily declin¬ 
ing for years. 

Any society that breeds homophobic, racist, or 
anti-Semitic violence needs to examine itself, and ask 
how it fostered such behavior rather than tackling it at 
its roots. Medicalizing this behavior is just an easy 
“get-out” - we ask doctors to “treat” the problem and 
deny that we all have a responsibility to deal with it.

Jake on McTIC ordinance 

Recently, I introduced legislation to provide ten¬ 
ants a realistic opportunity for truly affordable home 
ownership, while also protecting tenants who are un¬ 
able to own. My home ownership for tenants ordi¬ 
nance would regulate tenancies-in-common by bring¬ 
ing them under the condominium conversion laws, 
thereby limiting wholesale evictions via TIC conver¬ 
sions. It also would provide tenants with greatly in¬ 
creased opportunities to own their own units, while 
protecting those who remain tenants. 

In exchange for regulating TICs, this ordinance 
would create a new pool of 200 units for tenants below 
median income who wish to buy their own units. Be¬ 
cause such tenants qualify for government down-pay¬ 
ment assistance, they would be in a realistic position to 
become owners of their rental units. Other tenants in 
such buildings who are above median income also 
would benefit because they too could convert. 

In addition, my legislation exempts two-unit 
buildings from regulation. It also exempts TICs 
formed by family members (including domestic part¬ 
ners). Finally, every TIC purchased before January 
2001 will be able to convert to a condo without going 
through the existing lottery. 

Finally, this legislation bears little resemblance to 
Proposition N, which was defeated by voters last No¬ 
vember. Opponents who characterize my ordinance 
as the same as Proposition N are distorting the facts 
with overblown rhetoric. I paid close attention to that 
election. That is the reason that I have worked so hard 
to create a fair, balanced, and workable solution that 
provides for tenant home ownership while also pro¬ 
tecting tenants who are unable to own.

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GOP governor 
contest shaping up; 
Renne backs Herrera

W illiam E. Simon Jr., the 

son of former Treasury 
Secretary William E. 
Simon, announced through cam¬ 
paign aides last week that he will 
make his first run for political of¬ 
fice, running for the Republican 
nomination for governor of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Simon, a millionaire invest¬ 
ment banker who served briefly as 
a federal prosecutor in New York 
in the mid-1980s, now makes 
his home in Southern 
California and is expect¬ 
ed to make his candidacy 
formal in a couple of 
months. So far, the only 
other GOP candidate 
set to run against De¬ 
mocratic incumbent 
Governor Gray 
Davis in 2002 
is Secretary of 
State Bill 
Jones, the state’s highest ranking 
elected Republican officeholder. 
Jones, however, has yet to impress 
state GOP leaders looking for 
someone to challenge Davis and 
has reportedly only raised about 
$200,000, compared to Davis’ $26 
million. Political writers have al¬ 
ready begun to mock his lagging 
candidacy for its lack of focus and 
seeming inability to get off the 
ground. 

Indeed, state Republicans are 
said to be so disheartened with the 
Jones campaign that they have in¬ 
tensified their pressure on outgo¬ 
ing Los Angeles Mayor Richard 
Riordan to accept what is quickly 
becoming something akin to a 
draft for next year’s race. Re¬ 
sponding to requests from top 
California Republicans, Riordan 
said that he would tour the state 
soon before deciding whether to 
enter a race in which he once said 
he wasn’t interested. During last 
month’s visit to California, Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush reported¬ 
ly urged Riordan to challenge 
Davis, but given Bush’s current 
popularity in California, it is 
doubtful whether Riordan spent 
much time listening to Bush’s sug¬ 
gestion; some Republicans feel 
that Bush’s involvement in the gu¬ 
bernatorial race on behalf of any 
candidate would be more of a po¬ 
litical hindrance than a help. 

A recent Washington Post -ABC 
News Poll shows that public sup¬ 
port nationally for Bush has 
dropped 8 percentage points in 
the past month, reportedly due in 
large part to eroding confidence in 
his energy and environmental 
policies as well as growing con¬ 
cerns over the direction that Bush 
and his party are leading the 
country. According to the poll, the 
proportion of Americans who say 
they disapprove of the Bush ad¬ 
ministration’s energy policies now 
stands at 57 percent - up 15 
points from a similar ABC News 
Poll of just three weeks ago. 

Riordan, incidentally, will re¬ 
linquish his mayoral job to De¬ 
mocrat James Kenneth Hahn 
on July 1, and recent polls do 
show Riordan could at least hold 
his own against Democrat Davis. 
However, after eight years as 
mayor of the nation’s second- 


largest city, and at the age of 71, 
some of his close advisers say Ri¬ 
ordan secretly desires to return to 
private life. 

Should Riordan accede to GOP 
requests and enter the race, he 
would likely be an appealing can¬ 
didate in that he would probably 
draw independent and Democra¬ 
tic voters. In his two L.A. mayoral 
campaigns, the maverick Republi¬ 
can has connected well with peo¬ 
ple his fellow party leaders have 
had trouble reaching; he is a con¬ 
servative on fiscal issues, a moder¬ 
ate on social issues in that 
he supports gay rights 
and had an openly gay 
deputy mayor, and is 
being encouraged to 
run by some of his 
.allies among Long 
Cabin Republicans, the 
organization for gay 
and lesbian 
Republicans. 

Riordan, a 
Catholic, says 
he feels abortion is a personal 
matter that the government 
should stay out of, and though he 
did endorse Bush in the final 
weeks of the presidential cam¬ 
paign, he has long been close to 
former President Bill Clinton and 
supported Democratic U.S. Sena¬ 
tor Dianne Feinstein for re-elec¬ 
tion last year. In 1998, Riordan 
supported Republican Dan Lun- 
gren for governor, but a year later 
donated $12,500 to Davis’s cam¬ 
paign coffers. 

If Riordan has a passionate 
issue in politics it seems to be the 
schools, a cause he fervently 
champions. With Jones’s cam¬ 
paign faltering, and Simon per¬ 
haps waiting too long to enter the 
contest, Republicans looking to 
run a strong challenge against the 
well-known, well-financed Davis 
are putting plenty of pressure on 
Riordan to run. The outgoing L.A. 
mayor has demonstrated his abil¬ 
ity to win voters across party lines 
and with independent voters pos¬ 
sibly holding the balance of power 
in the 2002 governor’s race, Rior¬ 
dan, a man who is really more of 
an independent in Republican 
clothing, is very likely to run for 
California governor next year. 

Politics and people 

S.R Police Commissioner Den¬ 
nis Herrera, a partner in a mar¬ 
itime law firm who is running for 
city attorney, got a big boost last 
week when outgoing City Attor¬ 
ney Louise Renne endorsed him 
for the powerful City Hall posi¬ 
tion. Herrera, a former chief of 
staff in President Clinton’s Mar¬ 
itime Administration, also picked 
up the support of several gay and 
lesbian leaders, including Mary 
Dunlap, director of the Office of 
Civilian Complaints. 

Antonio Villaraigosa, who 
has many friends in San Francis¬ 
co, lost his race to become Los An¬ 
geles mayor last week but ended 
up with more than $1.3 million in 
the bank for a likely run for Con¬ 
gress or the state Senate. The may- 
oral race also lifted his profile sub¬ 
stantially, as the nation saw Vil¬ 
laraigosa as one of the brightest 
stars to come from the politically 
powerful Hispanic community. 

Another longtime San Francis¬ 


co favorite in L.A. politics, former 
state Senator Tom Hayden, lost 
his bid for a city council seat by 
less than 200 votes.

Despite all the recent talk 
about an opponent in the March 
2002 Democratic primary, 13th 
Assembly District candidate Mark 
Leno won important endorse¬ 
ments last week from U.S. Senator 
Dianne Feinstein, Supervisors 
Gavin Newsom and Sophie 
Maxwell, former Mayor Art 
Agnos, BART director Tom 
Radulovich, and Community 
College Board Director Dr. Anita 
Greer. 

With the recent defection by 
Vermont U.S. Senator James Jef¬ 
fords from the GOP giving con¬ 
trol of the Senate to the Democ¬ 
rats (Jeffords became an indepen¬ 
dent, voting with the Democratic 
caucus), word from D.C. is that 
the Bush White House has grown 
increasingly concerned about the 
party loyalty of yet another Re¬ 
publican member, U.S. Senator 
Lincoln Chaffee of Rhode Is¬ 
land. Chaffee, now clearly the Re¬ 
publican’s most liberal member, 
denies any defection plans, but the 
GOP is said to be watching both 
him and Arizona’s John McCain, 
who Bush is convinced cannot re¬ 
sist another run at the White 
House. Indeed, while McCain de¬ 
nies any plan to bolt the GOP, 
some of his own advisers are qui¬ 
etly passing hints that he is indeed 
thinking of leaving the GOP and 
running for president as an inde¬ 
pendent in 2004. 

The latest on the Bush twins: 
Now it can be told that Barbara, 
(she’s the one who only got busted 
once in Texas) was quietly caught 
using a fake ID last October at a 
bar called Toad’s Place in New 
Haven, Connecticut. The security 
person at the joint did not report it 
to the cops but did keep the ID, 
which, according to Newsweek he 
now has framed and keeps in his 
family room. The phony ID iden¬ 
tifies Barbara, who was attending 
her freshman year at Yale, as “Bar¬ 
bara Pierce” (her grandmother’s 
maiden name), adds three years to 
her birth date, and gives a bogus 
Baltimore address.

The ‘Signorile Rule’

|l% ay journalism - often long 
'*'j m on gay and short on jour- 
iyi nalism - has reached a 
prurient low. The recent flurry of 
“reporting” - most notably by 
Michelangelo Signorile - on al¬ 
leged details of Andrew Sullivan’s 
sex life establishes aggressive 
new rules for the discussion of 
the private lives of gay pub¬ 
lic figures. Some oppor¬ 
tunists may view these 
rules as a useful weapon 
against gay conservatives, 
but this particular sword cuts 
both ways. 

In a gay newspa¬ 
per, Signorile “con¬ 
firmed” rumors that 
Sullivan had anonymously posted 
two ads on the Internet seeking 
bareback (condomless) sex. Sig¬ 
norile, a self-confessed ideological 
foe of Sullivan’s, asserted the con¬ 
firmation came from two men 
who said they contacted Sullivan 
through the ads. Signorile did not 
disclose their names or anything 
about them. He added some sala¬ 
cious details from the ads about 
Sullivan’s supposed physical at¬ 
tributes and specific erotic tastes. 
A few gay rags and other minor 
news outlets - but so far no re¬ 
spected mainstream newspapers - 
repeated Signorile’s charges. 

Even assuming the truth of 
Signorile’s claims (Sullivan has 
since vaguely acknowledged he 
placed such ads), why are they 
news? There seem to be three 
principal arguments for the news¬ 
worthiness of Sullivan’s sex life. 
Each argument fails, suggesting 
the episode is at bottom a nasty 
payback for Sullivan’s heterodox 
views on gay issues. 

The first argument charges 
Sullivan with hypocrisy. Relying 
on selective excerpts from Sulli¬ 
van’s voluminous writings, this ar¬ 
gument holds Sullivan is a 
“moralist” who advocates same- 
sex marriage but whose personal 
behavior is inconsistent with his 
public positions. 

Why is belief in the importance 
of marriage as a civil right and as a 
social institution incompatible 
with wanting sex? Sullivan isn’t 
married and has been candid that 
he is probably not cut out for it. 

Sullivan has also criticized gay 
male culture in some respects as 
sex-obsessed (a characterization 
that might also fairly be laid on 
Signorile’s opinionated stoop). Yet 
an ad seeking sexual partners - 
which is functionally indistin¬ 
guishable from standing at a bar 


with a cocktail in your hand - 
hardly corroborates a charge that 
Sullivan himself is sex-obsessed. 
Further, it does not undercut an 
argument that gay culture is sex- 
obsessed. But then Signorile’s ex¬ 
pose is not aimed at an argument; 
it is aimed at a person. 

More to the point, Sullivan has 
not condemned unprotected sex 
between fully informed HIV¬ 
positive individuals. In fact, 
as we shall see, Sullivan 
has done very nearly the 
opposite. 

The second argument 
charges Sullivan with per¬ 
sonal irresponsibility. It holds 
Sullivan is partaking 
in a wave of unpro¬ 
tected sex that is pro¬ 
ducing rising rates of 
HIV infection and, when it occurs 
between two HIV-positive people, 
risks generating untreatable “su¬ 
perinfections.” 

Yet in the purported Internet 
ads Sullivan disclosed he is HIV¬ 
positive and sought HIV-positive 


partners. Further, there is some 
scientific dispute about the possi¬ 
bility, consequences, and frequen¬ 
cy of superinfection. 

A safer course would surely be 
to use a condom. But then an even 
safer course would be to avoid sex 
altogether. And no one suggests 
Sullivan, or any other HIV-posi¬ 
tive person, has completely lost 
the right to have a sex life. 

Whatever else he is, and what¬ 
ever the potential risks of superin¬ 
fection, Sullivan is not some new 
Patient Zero singlehandedly creat¬ 
ing a dangerous epidemic where 
none existed before. His personal 
irresponsibility, assuming that’s 
what it is, is no more newsworthy 
than the irresponsibility of count¬ 
less other individuals who indulge 
the universal preference for con¬ 
domless sex. 

The third argument charges 
Sullivan with rationalization. It is 
the opposite of the hypocrisy 
charge since it claims Sullivan’s 
personal behavior is consistent 
with his public positions. Sullivan 
has written that AIDS, as an un¬ 
controllable epidemic, is over. He 
also has challenged the evidence 
of rising HIV-infection rates and 
has trumpeted the joys of con¬ 
domless sex. Sullivan’s arguable 


complacency about AIDS may be 
little more than a cover to justify 
his own risky behavior. His mo¬ 
tives, this argument insists, are 
therefore suspect. 

Even if that’s true, it’s not clear 
why it makes Sullivan’s personal 
life newsworthy. If his arguments 
about the incidence of unsafe sex 
and skyrocketing new infections 
are wrong, it ought to be possible 
to refute those arguments regard¬ 
less of whether he uses rubbers. 

However, if Sullivan is right 
that AIDS organizations and 
health care professionals are sen¬ 
sationalizing the disease in order 
to stuff their own coffers with pri¬ 
vate donations and government 
largesse, it’s irrelevant that he 
barebacks. 

In short, nothing in the impor¬ 
tant public health debate about 
the future of AIDS turns on what 
Sullivan’s subjective motivations 
are. We should focus on how Sul¬ 
livan uses his arguments, not on 
how he uses his genitals. 

Here then is the new “Signorile 


Rule” for reporting on people’s sex 
lives: Based solely on unnamed 
sources whose existence, veracity, 
and motivations can’t be ques¬ 
tioned by independent observers, 
it is appropriate to muse on the al¬ 
leged details of a political adver¬ 
sary’s sex life, provided one offers 
some pretext relating the gossip to 
the adversary’s publicly held views. 

I have an immodest proposal. 
Following Signorile rules, I will set 
up an e-mail account (Signori- 
leGossip@aol.com) to which you 
may send information about the 
sex life of Michelangelo Signorile. 
If I determine the information is 
either consistent or inconsistent 
with anything Signorile has writ¬ 
ten about gay life, I will publish it 
along with appropriately sober 
commentary. I will, of course, 
protect the identity and any hid¬ 
den political or personal agendas 
of my sources. 

If Signorile rules, after all, how 
could I go wrong? ▼

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Where’s the pride in being transgender?

I t’s June, and around here that 
means Pride Month. And that 
means that I want to talk a bit 
about transgender pride. 

That sounds almost like an 
oxymoron. While transgendered 
people are no stranger to guilt and 
shame, pride can be very elusive. 
We learn to hide our desires, to 
not discuss our needs, and 
even keep our “stash” of 
clothes well hidden from 
prying eyes. Many of us 
only present in our cho¬ 
sen gender at home, in 
hotel rooms, or - at best 
- in the dead of 
night, on secret 
trips around the 
block. 

Even those of us who choose to 
transition from one gender to an¬ 
other, and undergo hormonal and 
surgical changes, often do our best 
to hide a transgendered past, 
treating it as our “dirty little se¬ 
cret.” We are often encouraged by 
our care givers and peers to “go 
deep stealth” and keep our trans¬ 
gendered nature from any and all 
we meet. 

So, I have to ask myself this: 
With so much tied into hiding our 
transgendered selves, why should 
a transgendered person be inter¬ 
ested in a Pride event? 

The easy answer is this: San 
Francisco pride is one of the most 
transgender-friendly events out 
there. Aside from transgender 
groups like FTM International 
and Transgender San Francisco 
(TGSF) participating, and trans¬ 
gendered performers like our own 
wonderful Veronica Klaus and Is¬ 
raeli transsexual singing sensation 
Dana International performing at 
this year’s event, this is the first 
year where an openly transgen¬ 
dered woman, Cecilia Chung, is 
serving as board president for the 
event. 

There were also five transgen¬ 
dered nominees for parade grand 


marshal. While none of them 
won, San Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno was one of those cho¬ 
sen - and Leno has proven himself 
over and over to be a willing and 
valuable asset to the transgender 
community. I marched with his 
contingent last year because I 
wanted to show him that he had 
my support for his good work. 

In a community that still large¬ 
ly clings to the relative safety of 
the closet, I doubt that any 
of the above is reason 
enough to be a part of 
our local event. So let’s 
dig a little deeper, and 
look at pride itself. 

Pride is all about self- 
respect, and 
about seeing a 
sense of value 
in ourselves 
and our accomplishments. That 
can seem a very foreign concept 
when one only sees their trans¬ 
gendered self as something to be 
deeply ashamed of or, at best, as a 
guilty pleasure. 

We live in a world that is grow¬ 
ing increasingly tolerant of our 
transgendered selves. During the 
time of Stonewall, being publicly 
transgendered could mean a trip 
to the local jail, or worse. Though 
it is not yet a perfect world, we are 
now - ever so slowly - being seen 
as human beings with a value of 
our own, and worthy of rights and 
respect. 

This is certainly something we 
can understand here, with the re¬ 
cent health benefits victory, as well 
as bills to protect our rights cur¬ 
rently in the running at the state 
level. These are things to be proud 
of, if not for ourselves, then for 
those who helped make it possi¬ 
ble. Take pride in living in an area 
that values you so much that it is 
willing to protect your rights as a 
transgendered person. 

Of course, there are also those 
out there who would rather we re¬ 
main in our closets. They don’t re¬ 
ally want you to hide for your own 
good, mind you - they want you

a draw on the fundraising circuit, 
will appear next week in San Fran¬ 
cisco to raise bucks for the De¬ 
mocrats.

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there so they can have the run of 
the roost. Being willing to take a 
little pride in who you are can se¬ 
cure that the rights we’ve gained 
don’t get lost along the way. 

Finally, think for a moment 
what it means to be transgen¬ 
dered, and to do something about 
it. There are many who opted to 
live unfulfilled lives, hiding away 
parts of themselves, and leaving 
other portions unexplored. Yet 
many of us have taken some steps, 
discovering ourselves along the 
way, and doing something to en¬ 
rich our lives within our trans¬ 
gendered nature. 


Some of us have had to face 
seemingly insurmountable odds 
to just be ourselves. We’ve had to 
struggle against unsupportive 
families, against unemployment 
and ridicule, and against our own 
demons. For many of us it can be 
a wonder that we have survived, 
let alone been able to flourish in a 
gender other than the one as¬ 
signed to us at birth. 

Many of us have reached out, 
meeting others, joining social or 
support groups, and finding peers 
via the Internet, building commu¬ 
nity along the way. No longer are 
we the scattered few of only a few 


short years ago. 

A large number of us have even 
have taken our transgendered na¬ 
ture out of the closet and into the 
world, presenting in a gender of 
our choosing for as little as min¬ 
utes to as much as the lion’s share 
of a lifetime. Indeed, some explore 
places few others see, and can 
come to a sense of self well be¬ 
yond that of other, non-transgen- 
dered counterparts. There are 
even a few out there who embody 
this year’s Pride theme, taking 
“Queerific” to a whole new level. 

This can be a magical journey, 
taking the concept of “transfor¬ 
mation” into unique locations 
along our path. We become the 
person we should be, and reach a 
place of comfort with who and 
what we are. ▼

a record of doing that, and I enjoy 
doing that,” said Britt, who also en¬ 
visions his state work to include 
HIV/AIDS advocacy; tackling the 
energy crisis as it relates to a range 
of environmental issues; and pack¬ 
aging a statewide message against 
the national powers that be. 

“Articulating a response to the 
national George W. Bush climate of 
neo-Reaganism requires someone 
who is able to take on the industry 
lobbyists who prevent Sacramento 
from responding to real human 
needs,” said Britt. “San Francisco is 
such a great city, but with Bush in 
the White House we can’t be an is¬ 
land. We must take these values to 
the rest of the state or we’ll be vic¬ 
timized by the people controlling 
the national debate.” 

In the meantime, Britt says, his 
own future looks optimistic.

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LGBT heroes honored in SF last weekend

W ith movies like Harold 
and Maude, Nine to Five, 
and The Best Little 
Whorehouse in Texas, it’s evident 
that only a gay man with a special 
style could write and direct such 
classics. The world lost the film¬ 
maker Colin Higgins to AIDS in 
1988, but it gained a foundation 
in his name that has since funded 
close to 400 organizations for con¬ 
tinuing work on behalf of LGBT 
people and people with 
HIV/AIDS. 

Last weekend, the foundation 
awarded its second annual 
“Courage Awards” to four deserv¬ 
ing individuals at a ceremony in 
San Francisco. Recipients included 
activists Anthony Colin, Jed Hoff- 
berg, Rosemary Linares, and Olga 
Orraca-Parades for demonstrating 
“grace under fire,” and for using 
their personal struggles to gain 
rights for the larger community. 

Colin, 17, is best known for his 
fight against the Orange County 
School District in Southern Cali¬ 


fornia. The victim of daily anti¬ 
gay harassment from his peers, 
Colin decided to form a gay- 
straight alliance in 1998 when he 
was just 15 years old. When the 
school refused, Colin took the dis¬ 
trict to court, winning an injunc¬ 
tion against the prohibition of the 
group that marked the first time 
school officials were judicially rep¬ 
rimanded for trying to silence gay 
students. 

Hoffberg, now 20 years old, 
was the victim of severe anti-gay 
beatings at his high school in 
Santa Fe, New Mexico. But he 
redirected his own anger in order 
to create lasting change at the 
school, and gave an historic pre¬ 
sentation to the local Board of Ed¬ 
ucation that convinced officials to 
adopt a diversity curriculum that 
included teachings about homo¬ 
phobia. 

Linares, an 18-year-old bisexu¬ 
al from Saline, Michigan, was able 
to overcome institutionalized ho¬ 
mophobia and capture the sup¬ 
port of many of her classmates 
through a powerful presentation 
on the history of LGBT struggles. 


She used this momentum to form 
a gay-straight alliance in spite of 
violent threats and administrative 
opposition. 


Orraca-Parades has been in¬ 
volved in the fight for LGBT 
equality for decades and is consid¬ 
ered by many to be the leader of

Colin, 
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the movement in her homeland of 
Puerto Rico. In 1992, she formed 
Encuentro, a gathering that 
brought together lesbian feminists 
from all over Latin America. In 
1994, she launched the Lesbian 
Creative Workshop for women to 
address issues of substance abuse, 
domestic violence, and health and 
safety. Today, she serves on the 
Rainbow Pride Coalition, the or¬ 
ganizers of the annual Pride 
march, which has grown from 200 
participants in 1989 to over 4,000 
in recent years. Her next battle 
seeks to overturn Puerto Rico’s 
Article 103, the sodomy law that 
in 1974 was specifically amended 
to include consensual acts be¬ 
tween women. 

These honorees were in San 
Francisco last Saturday, June 9 to 
receive their awards, which in¬ 
cluded a $10,000 cash prize and 
an invitation to a private banquet. 

The foundation plans to con¬ 
tinue this annual tradition, and 
encourages the public to submit

UCSF 
study of 
marginally 
housed 
shows AIDS 
meds work

R esearchers at the University 
of California, San Francisco 
have found that HIV-infect¬ 
ed homeless and marginally 
housed people who have trouble 
sticking to their antiviral regimens 
may temporarily delay the onset of 
full blown AIDS if they manage to 
take at least half of their anti-HIV 
medications. 

The UCSF study, published in 
the June 1 issue of AIDS, found 
that only 8 percent of the patients 
who took between 51 percent and 
90 percent of their antiviral med¬ 
ications over the 13 months of fol¬ 
low-up progressed to AIDS. Pro¬ 
gression to AIDS is defined as a de¬ 
cline in CD4 cell count to below 
200 cells or the development of an 
opportunistic infection. None of 
the study participants who took 90 
percent or more of their medica¬ 
tions progressed to AIDS during 
the follow-up period. Of those 
who took 50 percent or less of 
their medications, 41 percent pro¬ 
gressed to AIDS. 

“This study shows that adher¬ 
ence to medication regimens is not 
only closely related to viral sup¬ 
pression, but also disease progres¬ 
sion. Yet we were surprised that 
very few of the patients with mod¬ 
erate levels of adherence, in the 
range of 50-90 percent, developed 
AIDS. These levels of adherence 
are too low to achieve durable viral 
suppression in most people,” said 
Dr. David R. Bangsberg, the 
study’s lead author. He is an assis¬ 
tant professor of medicine at 
UCSF and director of the Epi¬ 
demiology and Prevention Inter¬ 
ventions Center at San Francisco

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BCA finds black churches can 
help quietly break AIDS taboos

i t’s not exactly preaching to the 
choir. 

But the Black Coalition on 
AIDS is using an eye-catching 
poster of African American 
women in choir robes to help get 
out the message about what’s been 
reported as soaring HIV rates in 
the black community. 

Recently there has been some 
media attention on rising rates of 
HIV infection among men of 
color, particularly African Ameri¬ 
cans. 

What is often obscured is the 
growing infection rate among 
African American women. Infec¬ 
tion rates for black women over 
50 are now similar to those for 
young women ages 14-23. 

The Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention has acknowl¬ 
edged that AIDS is now the num¬ 
ber one killer among African 
American women, nationwide. 

A recent CDC study also found 
surging HIV infection rates 
among men: 4.4 percent of gay 
and bisexual men ages 23-29 are 
newly infected. Among African 
Americans in that age group, the 
figure is 14.7 percent, or one in 
seven. 

Half of newly infected men in 
the U.S. are African Americans, 
the CDC found. 

Condom use? 

Ironically, in a separate study 
locally, the Stop AIDS Project 
found that 100 percent condom 
use among MSM increased and 
leveled among blacks while de¬ 
creasing among Latinos and 
whites between 1997 and 1999. 

BCA’s David Wallace said that 
some of the Stop AIDS Project’s 
study “doesn’t quite mesh” with 
anecdotal reports on condom use. 

“If we did a heavy-duty study 
over the whole black [San Fran- 
•cisco] population, usage is proba¬ 
bly not that high,” said Wallace. 

But this type of discussion 
among AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions would be taboo in much of 
the black community. What are 
the key problems that thwart HIV 
prevention efforts? 

The black community, accord¬ 
ing to BCA staff members, faces 
enormous hurdles to getting the 
prevention message out. 

The photograph accompany¬ 
ing this article shows an innova¬ 
tive approach that crystallizes one 
of the major problems: how to 
talk about HIV/AIDS. 



“There’s a lot more homopho¬ 
bia in the black community,” said 
Wallace. “If a guy is a MSM who 
also has sex with females, he’s not 
going to tell a woman about that. 
It would be admitting he’s in a 
high risk group. 

“They’re on the ‘down-low,’ 
hiding in the shadows.” 

“Down-low” is the phrase used 
by some African American men 
when they talk of having sex with 
men. Often, they don’t identify as 

gay- 

Racism is another factor. If the 
infection rates among white 
women were comparable, Wallace 
said, “you can bet your ass it 
would get lots of exposure.” 

A number of BCA staffers,'in¬ 
cluding Wallace, are white. 

To the churches 

Black churches, historically in 
the forefront of the civil rights 
struggle, often shut their eyes to 
the HIV epidemic, Wallace said. 

In many areas of San Francis¬ 
co, like Bayview-Hunters Point, 
it’s very hard to be black and out. 
As Charles Odom, BCA’s program 
coordinator, told the B.A.R. in a 
recent interview, another major 
problem is that “there’s no black 
gay area like the Castro” where 
African American gays and les¬ 
bians can feel entirely at ease. 

“There simply isn’t a place to 
come to,” Odom said. 

Churches, which have long 
been support centers for the com¬ 
munity in times of crisis, often re¬ 
ject homosexuality so vehemently 
that black gay people feel trapped. 

So BCA is taking an indirect 
approach, looking beyond sexual 
orientation. 

Its church-based campaign is 
called “In the Spirit of Health.” 
The main poster shows a group of

black women of varying ages, 
dressed in bright red choir robes, 
affectionate and happy. 

Under the heading “Get Test¬ 
ed,” the poster urges, “Get tested 
for HIV, as well as anything else 
your doctor suggests...” 

The posters show photos of 
Congresswoman Barbara Lee of 
Oakland, newscaster Pam Moore 
of KRON-TV, and deejay Renel of 
KISS-FM, in order to provide sup¬ 
port from local celebrities. 

For some groups, said Wallace, 
especially the transgender com¬ 
munity - perhaps the most at risk 
for infection - there are even more 
barriers to getting help. “They 
don’t have the resources... it takes 
time and effort for leaders to step 
up and own the issue, to put in 
front of people their group’s 
needs. So historically, black 
churches are leaders in the com¬ 
munity but they may refuse to 
deal with all these issues. 

“Fortunately,” Wallace added, 
“there are some that have stepped 
up. But most don’t want to wave 
condoms from the pulpit.” 

In 1999, churches like Jones 
Methodist, New Liberation, and 
Third Baptist began to face the 
problems in the context of HIV 
ministry. 

“They’ve been really cool,” 
Wallace commented. “They’ve re¬ 
alized HIV is affecting the com¬ 
munity to such an extent, that if 


they remained silent, it’s more 
damaging than trying to promote 
their views on ways to stop the 
epidemic. 

“They provide spiritual guid¬ 
ance to our clients who want it.” 

Prison infection 

A common infection route for 
African American women - in¬ 
cluding older ones - is from their 
men who have been in prison and 
may have been infected there. 
Once they’re out, the men are un¬ 
likely to talk about their risks, 
Wallace said. 

“These women are still heavily 
involved in black churches,” Wal¬ 
lace added. “So to tackle the prob¬ 
lem, we did some social marketing 
research. We found that positive 
imagery, like the five black women 
in the poster, choir members who 
just stepped out of church, got a 
good reaction. 

“The overall message is general 
health needs, like checking for os¬ 
teoporosis, glaucoma, or breast 
cancer. But the message in addition 
is the high risk for black women 
over 50. They may need to ask their 
doctor for an HIV test.” ▼

General Hospital. Bangsberg cau¬ 
tioned, however, that the long¬ 
term benefit, specifically over 
decades, may be quite different 
and may require higher levels of 
adherence. 

“This study suggests that the 
more pills you take, the better you 
do,” said study co-author Andrew 
Moss Ph.D., UCSF professor of 
epidemiology and medicine. “The 
relationship between adherence 
and clinical benefit is a continu¬ 
um, not an all-or-none phenome¬ 
non. For every 10 percent increase 
in adherence we found a 28 per¬ 
cent reduction in the risk of pro¬ 
ceeding to AIDS.” 

The study assessed whether 76 


HIV-infected homeless and mar¬ 
ginally housed individuals with¬ 
out AIDS who were taking anti- 
HIV therapy actually took their 
medications. Researchers counted 
pills every three to six weeks at the 
participants’ usual places of resi¬ 
dence to measure adherence to 
antiviral therapy. Thirty-two per¬ 
cent had low adherence; they took 
less than 50 percent of their an¬ 
tiviral medications as prescribed. 
Almost half, 49 percent, had mod¬ 
erate adherence (between 51 per¬ 
cent and 90 percent), and 20 per¬ 
cent took more than 90 percent of 
their medications as prescribed. 

The levels of HIV virus in each 
participant’s blood was measured 
monthly and their CD4 cells (the 
disease fighting blood cells target¬ 
ed and destroyed by HIV) were 
measured quarterly. The San 


Francisco Department of Public 
Health’s AIDS surveillance reg¬ 
istry was used to identify oppor¬ 
tunistic infections not detected by 
the study. 

At the beginning of the study, 
47 (61 percent) had never received 
antiviral therapy. Subjects who 
had initiated antiviral therapy be¬ 
fore the study began had been on 
therapy a median of 14 months. 

The study population had a 
high risk for non-adherence, re¬ 
searchers said. Ninety-three per¬ 
cent of the participants were 
homeless, 86 percent were male, 
59 percent were non-white, 32 
percent had had psychiatric hos¬ 
pitalization, and 29 percent had a 
high prevalence of recent injec¬ 
tion drug use. 

The study co-authors are 
Sharon Perry, statistician, and 


Richard A. Clark, senior public 
administrative analyst, both with 
UCSF’s Department of Epidemi¬ 
ology and Biostatistics at SFGH; 
Edwin D. Charlebois, Ph.D., 
MPH, UCSF assistant professor of 
medicine at the EPI center at 
SFGH; Marjorie Robertson, 
Ph.D., senior scientist at the Alco¬ 
hol Research Group at the Public 
Health Institute, Berkeley; and Dr. 
Andrew R. Zolopa, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of medicine at Stanford 
University’s School of Medicine.

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Gay mens’dream: 

A ‘magic’ lube 

Researchers discuss rectal microbicide 
development at NIAAD workshop

W hat if the lubricant you 
use for sex could com¬ 
pletely protect you from 
HIV infection? That dream of gay 
men and prevention advocates 
took a step closer toward reality 
with a research workshop on rec¬ 
tal microbicides sponsored by the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, June 7-8 in 
Baltimore, Maryland. 

Technically, a microbicide is a 
chemical agent that kills a mi¬ 
crobe, any infectious agent that 
causes diseases including gonor¬ 
rhea, syphilis, or HIV. But in a 
practical sense the word also in¬ 
cludes protection gained through 
internal barrier mechanisms: 
compounds that inhibit the 
pathogen’s ability to enter the 
body, and measures that strength¬ 
en the body’s natural defenses 
against such invaders. 

Just as combination therapy is 
needed to hold HIV in check, so 
too the best protection with mi¬ 
crobicides likely will include sev¬ 
eral of these approaches. The 
compounds will be added to the 
lube and the only way you will be 
able to tell what is in it is by read¬ 
ing the label. That’s the goal, but it 
is at least several years away. 

Most of the work on microbi¬ 
cides has focused on vaginal use 
and has built upon spermicides, 
active compounds used to prevent 
conception. The most common 
spermicide is nonoxynol-9, which 
is added to many lubes. 

In the test tube, N-9 also 
seemed to have some killing 
power against STDs, even HIV, 
though clinical trials have not 
been so encouraging. Some com¬ 
munity-based prevention organi¬ 
zations even promoted N-9 prod¬ 
ucts as having some protective 
power against HIV when butt- 
fucking. 

But no one had bothered to 
test N-9 in the rectum, not in hu¬ 
mans, not even in animals. Last 
year, when the Population Coun¬ 
cil’s David Phillips ran those sim¬ 
ple tests, he was shocked by what 
he found. The mucosal epithelia, 
that single layer “skin” of cells that 
lines the intestines and acts as a 
barrier to disease, “was coming off 
in great sheets of cells.” 

Phillips found this “very trou¬ 
blesome” because the first line of 
protection was being eaten away 
by N-9, leaving lymph cells and 
others most vulnerable to infec¬ 
tion directly exposed to HIV. His 
discovery led many manufacturers 
to stop adding N-9 to their lubri¬ 
cants. Many gay men, who once 
sought out lube with N-9, now ac¬ 
tively avoid the remaining prod¬ 
ucts with that additive. 

“There is a lot of concern in 
our health department about N- 
9” for this very reason, said Con¬ 
nie Celum, a researcher at the 
University of Washington, in Seat¬ 
tle. She said it is time to move be¬ 
yond N-9 in the search for effec¬ 
tive microbicides. 

Bottom line 

“There is almost a complete 
avoidance” of the rectum in terms 
of sex and disease transmission 
discussion, said Galen Cortina, a

physiologist at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, “It is sim¬ 
ply a non-topic.” He described the 
rectum as “a very poor barrier” to 
disease, it is “like an accordion” 
that can expand and contract. 

Enemas and sex can cause 
varying degrees of damage to rec¬ 
tal tissue cells. One normal body 
response is inflammation as cy¬ 
tokines react to the damage. Some 
cytokines have the power to up- 
regulate, or bring to the cell sur¬ 
face, increasing numbers of CCR5 
receptors on the immune system’s 
CD4 cells. These receptors are the 
prime target that HIV uses to in¬ 
vade the immune cells that it most 
likes to infect. 

Maria Abreu, a researcher in 
bowel disease at UCLA, explained 
how epithelial cells are “glued to¬ 
gether.” When they are tightly 
packed, they even have an electri¬ 
cal charge that repels invaders and 
protects the tissue beneath. As ep¬ 
ithelial cells are killed off, the re¬ 
maining cells flatten out to try to 
fill the space. This makes them 
more vulnerable to infection. 

Peter Anton, an HIV researcher 
also at UCLA, said that regardless 
of the functional type of cell, the 
mucosal cells in the gut are more 
infectable by HIV than are blood 
cells. The entire gut is a primary 
source of HIV infection. “There 
are a lot of cells making more 
virus and each individual cell is 
contributing more virus,” he said. 

HIV infection in turn creates 
inflammation in the rectum, 
which draws the immune system’s 
CD4 cells to the site, which are the 
principal cells that HIV likes to in¬ 
fect, and the cycle feeds on itself 
creating a major systemic infec¬ 
tion. “Anything that decreases in¬ 
flammation is beneficial, it might 
decrease viral load in the tissue,” 
said Anton. He is looking at the 
use of antibiotics in that context. 

Research hopes 

More than 60 compounds are 
under investigation for use as pos¬ 
sible microbicides. Carraguard, 
derived from red seaweed and 
used in products as basic as 
Campbell’s soup, is one of the 
products furthest along in devel¬ 
opment. Phillips and his col¬ 
leagues at the nonprofit Popula¬ 


tion Council have seen promising 
results with Carraguard in ani¬ 
mals and have demonstrated that 
it is safe to use in humans. They 
are embarking on a large-scale 
clinical trial to find out just how 
well it works in the real world. 

Another intriguing approach is 
to use non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitors (NNR- 
TIs), one of the three principle 
classes of anti-HIV drugs. Instead 
of making a pill, the compound 
would be added to a gel for use as 
a lubricant and the drug would 
kill HIV before it had a chance to 
enter your body. 

One particular NNRTI has es¬ 
pecially promising anti-HIV ac¬ 
tivity. Development of the com¬ 
pound was halted years ago when 
the company learned that the 
body didn’t absorb it very well 
when taken as a pill. But that very 
quality of non-absorption is what 
you want with a microbicide that 
is supposed to just sit there on the 
tissue surface and not be ab¬ 
sorbed. 

Polly Harrison, executive di¬ 
rector of the Alliance for Microbi¬ 
cide Development, said that the 
company that owns the patent to 
this NNRTI is not interested in 
developing it as a microbicide. But 
they have indicated a willingness 
to donate the patent rights to a 
nonprofit organization to develop 
a microbicide. She said that a for¬ 
mal announcement could come 
shortly. 

But the workshop did not 
focus on specific products; its 
broader purpose was to set a re¬ 
search agenda for the basic science 
that must underlie product devel¬ 
opment. That includes a better 
understanding of the biology of 
anal sex and better tests to evalu¬ 
ate how much protection a prod¬ 
uct offers. 

“We don’t have the anatomy of 
sex,” lamented San Francisco sex¬ 
ologist Clark Taylor. “Where does 
semen go? What does a bowel 
movement [soon after sex] mean 
for protection?” Without knowing 
how far semen goes in the rectum 
and up into the colon, it is impos¬ 
sible to know how much area 
needs to be protected. The answer 
affects things as simple as the 
physical volume of a microbicidal 
product necessary to protect the 
desired area. 

The researchers readily ac¬ 
knowledged that it doesn’t matter 
how effective a microbicide is at 
killing HIV if it isn’t used. Thus 
they spent a great deal of time re¬ 
minding each other that it is just 
as important to focus on the look, 
feel, smell, and taste of the final 
product as it is on its power to kill 
HIV. Taylor urged them to think 
of developing a microbicide as not 
just another lubricant, but as an 
“enhancement” to sex that will 
both reduce anxiety and increase 
pleasure. 

The first microbicides that be¬ 
come available probably will offer 
only partial protection against 
HIV and other STDs. They will be 
a good complement to condoms, 
offering added protection if a con¬ 
dom breaks. Perhaps eventually 
you will be able to rely on just a 
microbicide for protection, but 
until that day comes, remember to 
wear your rubbers. ▼ 
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New judge hears gay 
prisoner’s parole bid

JI Los Angeles judge is expect- 
Jyi ed to decide later this 
m I month whether to parole 
gay prisoner Robert Rosenkrantz, 
who has been behind bars since 
1985 for killing a former school¬ 
mate who physically attacked him 
and later outed him to his parents. 

The Rosenkrantz case has been 
tied up in the courts for two years 
in a battle between Rosenkrantz’s 
attorneys and Governor Gray 
Davis, who once vowed to stop the 
parole of all convicted murders 
and has twice blocked 
Rosenkrantz’s parole. 

Los Angeles County Superior 
Court Judge Kathryn Stoltz first 
ordered Rosenkrantz released in 
1999, ruling that he had been un¬ 
fairly denied parole by the Davis- 
appointed Board of Prison Terms. 
Davis defied the court by blocking 
that parole order later that year. 
The case eventually went to the 
Court of Appeals, which strongly 
endorsed the lower court’s opin¬ 
ion that Rosenkrantz should be 
released. Stoltz ordered 


Rosenkrantz paroled again last 
year but Davis blocked 
Rosenkrantz’s parole last Septem¬ 
ber, on the last day of his 30-day 
deadline to do so. 

Now the case is in the hands of 
Los Angeles County Superior 
Court Judge Paul Gutman, who 
first began to hear arguments in 
the case last month. At a hearing 
last Thursday, June 7, Gutman 
promised a quick decision on the 
case. Don Spector, of the Prison 
Law Office, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Gutman could decide 
the case anytime after Wednesday, 
June 20, after he has received the 
last of the legal briefs. 

Rosenkrantz had just turned 
18 in 1985 when he shot and 
killed Steve Redman, 17. The 
shooting ended a chain of events 
that began a week earlier when 
Redman, along with 
Rosenkrantz’s younger brother, 
burst into a graduation party 
hosted by Rosenkrantz at his fam¬ 
ily’s beach house in Los Angeles 
County. The pair, armed with a 
stun gun and a heavy metal flash¬ 
light, yelled, “Get the fuck out of 
here, you faggots!” In the fight that 


followed, Redman broke 
Rosenkrantz’s nose with the flash¬ 
light and Rosenkrantz’s hand was 
burned by the stun gun as he 
wrestled it out of his brother’s 
hands before he fought back, 
stinging his brother several times 
with the gun. Redman later outed 
Rosenkrantz to his father. 

Rosenkrantz denied he was gay 
and moved out of his family’s 
house after his father told him he 
would have to leave unless he re¬ 
vealed the names of everyone who 
attended the party. Rosenkrantz 
was living out of his car for a week 
when he approached Redman 
with an Uzi he had recently pur¬ 
chased and demanded he come 
with him to his parents’ house to 
take back the outing. Rosenkrantz 
said he threatened to shoot up 
Redman’s car if he refused. The 
pair argued and Rosenkrantz 
opened fire, shooting Redman 10 
times. Rosenkrantz eventually 
turned himself in, was found 
guilty of second-degree murder, 
and was sentenced to 17-years-to- 
life. He has been a model prisoner 
and has been eligible for parole 
since 1996. T 


Hotel queen sued for 
gay discrimination

||% he may act like royalty, but 
multimillionaire hotel diva 
Leona Helmsley is no friend 
of queens, according to a lawsuit 
filed last week in New York. 
Charles Bell, a former San Fran¬ 
cisco resident who worked as gen¬ 
eral manager for several months at 
the Park Lane Hotel in Manhat¬ 
tan, is suing Helmsley for alleged¬ 
ly firing him because he is gay. 

The lawsuit, filed this month in 
the New York State Supreme Court, 
claims that Bell, 47, was repeatedly 
praised for his accomplishments 
since his hiring in November 2000, 
achievements that included raising 
employee morale, increasing occu¬ 
pancy rates, upgrading the guest 
rooms, and establishing a data bank 
of repeat customers. But his success 


was short-lived, the suit alleges, as 
Bell had to witness firsthand Helm- 
sley’s disdain for gays and other mi¬ 
norities. Instances recounted by Bell 
in the suit include Helmsle/s anger 
that an African American security 
guard had been posted outside her 
door; an interrogation by Helms¬ 
ley about Bell’s relationship with 
another gay employee; and Helm- 
sley’s warnings to “stay away from 
that Miami faggot crowd,” in ref¬ 
erence to another employee’s 
friends. One day, according to the 
suit, Helmsley fired an Asian 
florist, screaming, “You’re not 
even American” as she pointed her 
to the door. On two occasions, the 
suit alleges, Helmsley became en¬ 
raged at the number of gay guests 
in her hotel. 

Once Bell’s sexual orientation 
was acknowledged, he says, he be¬ 
came the target of harassment and 


even an illegal break-in whereby 
all of the personal belongings in 
his hotel room were examined. He 
was terminated in March, but 
Helmsley herself then allegedly 
called Bell to beg him to return to 
work, admitting that his firing had 
nothing to do with his job perfor¬ 
mance. Bell is being represented in 
his suit by the New York firm of 
Herrick, Feinstein, LLP. 

Spokespersons for Helmsley 
deny any wrongdoing, and have 
reiterated that the hotel’s hiring 
and firing practices are in compli¬ 
ance with local and state laws. 

The lawsuit charges Helmsley 
with discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation; creating a 
hostile work environment; inten¬ 
tional infliction of emotional dis¬ 
tress; slander; and trespassing. Bell 
is seeking $10 million, plus puni¬ 
tive damages. T

Michael Cardoza, an attorney 
for Whipple’s partner, Sharon 
Smith, told the B.A.R. that he’s 
also very concerned that the de¬ 
struction of Hera could hurt the 
prosecution of the case. 

“Do not destroy the dog, that’s 
the bottom line,” Cardoza said. 
“What they would be doing is tak¬ 
ing a crucial piece of evidence and 
destroying it. 

“That dog may or may not 
come into evidence. By that I mean 
it may or may not be walked in 
front of a jury, that’s not really the 
issue, because you have to allow the 
attorneys to litigate that and the 
judge to make a decision as to what 
should happen to the dog.” 

Cardoza said the money should 
be spent to move Hera to a larger 
secure facility where she could 


have an improved quality of life. 

“We are talking about a rela¬ 
tively small amount of money, 
what is the big deal?” said Car¬ 
doza. “Let’s use some common 
sense here. I understand what 
they’re saying, that it’s cruel to 
keep the dog in such conditions, 
and I don’t disagree with that on 
a humane level, but on the other 
side weighing that with a horrible, 
horrible murder that was com¬ 
mitted here. We’ve got to keep this 
dog alive.” 

Cardoza added that if Animal 
Care and Control or the District 
Attorney’s office couldn’t budget 
the money to finance Hera’s relo¬ 
cation, then the money could be 
easily raised privately. 

“I would bet that the commu¬ 
nity that’s supporting Diane will 
support this and say, ‘Let’s keep 
this animal alive for evidence,”’ 
Cardoza said. 

Cardoza said he believes that 


defense lawyers will join with the 
district attorney’s office to oppose 
the destruction of Hera. 

The husband-wife caretakers 
of the dogs, Robert Noel and Mar¬ 
jorie Knoller, remain in San Fran¬ 
cisco County jail on a combined 
bail of $3 million. Noel is being 
charged with involuntary 
manslaughter, Knoller with sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. 

Bruce Hotchkiss, the attorney 
for Robert Noel, told the B.A.R. 
that he is prepared to take up the 
issue of Hera at Friday’s hearing 
but he declined further comment. 

Knoller’s attorney, Jan Leck- 
likner, did not return calls seeking 
comment. 

Hera was ordered destroyed in 
February after a lengthy hearing 
that included emotional testimo¬ 
ny from Noel and Knoller as well 
as animal control officers and 
people who had witnessed Hera’s 
behavior. ▼ 
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Washington Blade 
workers seek to unionize

E mployees of the Washington 
Blade may become only the 
second set of workers at a 
gay newspaper to join a union, in 
this case the Washington-Balti- 
more Newspaper Guild, Local 
32035. A petition for an election 
to determine union representa¬ 
tion was filed with the National 
Labor Relations Board on June 1. 

Calvin Zon, an employee of the 
guild, said that the Blade employ¬ 
ees requested “voluntary recogni¬ 
tion” of the union at a May 30 
meeting with William Waybourn, 
president of Window Media, 
which publishes the Blade. Part 
way through the meeting, when 
the intent of their requested meet¬ 
ing became clear, “Waybourn held 
up his arms and said, Tve heard 
enough,’” abruptly ending the ses¬ 
sion. “We interpreted that as a de¬ 
nial ” said Zon. 

Two days later the guild “peti¬ 
tioned for a NLRB supervised 
election,” he said. NLRB will hold 
a hearing “probably on June 14” to 
certify that enough employees 
have signed cards indicating their 
interest in union representation. 

Labor law requires that a min¬ 
imum of 30 percent of employees 
express interest in order to trigger 
a vote on the question. More than 
twice that portion has indicated 
such interest. It seems likely that 
the NLRB will order a secret ballot 
vote on union affiliation by Blade 
employees before the end of July. 

The law does not allow man¬ 
agerial employees to join the 
union or be protected by provi¬ 
sions of its contract. Defining 
which positions constitute man¬ 


agement can be a contentious 
point. The guild believes that 18 
editorial and support personnel at 
the Blade are eligible to vote on 
the question of representation. 

Window Media LLC, which 
owns gay newspapers in Atlanta 
and Houston, finalized acquisition 
of the Washington Blade and the 
New York Blade News in late May. 
Waybourn, who serves as presi¬ 
dent of the corporation and works 
in the office of the Washington 
Blade, did not return phone calls 
seeking comment. 

In a written statement released 
on June 1, Waybourn expressed 
“disappointment” with the em¬ 
ployees’ decision to seek union rep¬ 
resentation. “Even before Window 
Media purchased the newspaper, 
we asked the Blade employees to let 
us know about changes they would 
like to see in the workplace.” 

Employees of the Washington 
Blade, speaking on background and 
not for attribution, said that sale of 
the newspaper to Window Media 
stimulated thinking on their part. 

In both a statement released by 
the guild and in conversations, the 
employees welcomed Window 
Media’s ownership and their com¬ 
mitment to build a thriving pro¬ 
fessional journalistic enterprise. 
They saw joining the guild as a 
parallel evolution “to better meet 
the challenges of a changing 
workplace environment through a 
more professional, business-ori¬ 
ented framework.” 

While weekly newspapers are 
known to pay poorly, the de facto 
profit sharing that previous ma¬ 
jority owner Don Michael insti¬ 
tuted gave much credibility to the 
Blade’s catch phrase “employee- 
owned newspaper.” Window 


Media has given no assurance that 
profit sharing will continue. 

Rumors have circulated that one 
of the ways the new owners intend 
to pay for their acquisition is by cut¬ 
ting costs, specifically the salaries of 
longtime employees of the Blade, 
replacing them with less experi¬ 
enced personnel. Absent a contract, 
employees do not have protection 
from being fired arbitrarily. 

Most mainstream media oper¬ 
ations have profit targets of 20-30 
percent return on investment. 
Many in the newspaper industry 
are greatly concerned by recent 
slashing of budgets and staff posi¬ 
tions in an attempt to meet high¬ 
er earnings targets. Guild mem¬ 
bers have administrative protec¬ 
tions and “buy out” provisions in 
their contracts; current employees 
of Window Media do not. 

One secondhand account, 
which has not been verified by a 
second source, had Waybourn 
“promoting” two employees to 
management positions after learn¬ 
ing of the unionizing effort. Pro¬ 
motion would remove those em¬ 
ployees from participating in the 
guild. They would not be protect¬ 
ed under any union contract and 
therefore could be fired at will. 

It is unclear whether these “pro¬ 
motions” would constitute man¬ 
agement positions under NLRB 
regulations or if Waybourn’s ac¬ 
tions would constitute tampering 
with union organizing efforts. 

Employees of the New York 
Blade News are also considering 
seeking union recognition. The 
situation with that publication is 
precarious as it has never been 
profitable but has been subsidized 
on a limited basis by the Washing¬ 
ton operation. ▼ 


HRC launches a 
boycott of Exxon Mobil

i| i he Human Rights Campaign 
|| launched a boycott of the pe¬ 
troleum mega-corporation 
Exxon Mobil through a telephone 
news conference with reporters on 
Tuesday, June 12 and a photo op¬ 
portunity version of the event on 
June 13. Its theme is “Don’t Fuel 
Discrimination.” 

Executive Director Elizabeth 
Birch said that Exxon Mobil was 
“the first company to rescind pro¬ 
gressive policies for gay and lesbian 
employees.” The Mobil Corpora¬ 
tion had adopted both workplace 
protection and domestic partner 
benefits for its gay and lesbian em¬ 
ployees, but Exxon had not. 

Exxon purchased Mobil in De¬ 
cember 1999. It decided to scrap 
Mobil’s human resources policies 
protecting gay employees and to 
limit domestic partner benefits to 
those already enrolled in the pro¬ 
gram. 

Gay employees of the compa¬ 
ny and organizations such as HRC 
tried to work with the merged be¬ 
hemoth to maintain the pro-gay 
policies. The Equality Project 
pushed the issue of non-discrimi¬ 
nation through a shareholder res¬ 
olution at the company’s annual 


meeting, gaining more than 3 per¬ 
cent of the vote in 1999, and 8.3 
and 13 percent in succeeding 
years. Pension funds increasingly 
have supported the effort. 

Exxon Mobil “stands out like a 
Sore thumb within their own in¬ 
dustry,” said Birch, ticking off the 
oil companies that protect gay em¬ 
ployees. More than half of the For¬ 
tune 500 companies have adopted 
gay inclusive non-discrimination 
personnel policies. She called 
Exxon Mobil “a leader in margin¬ 
alizing its own gay and lesbian 
employees, and in stonewalling 
gay and lesbian consumers and 
shareholders. We are saddened 
that we have to take these steps.” 

Birch is asking the community 
to stop patronizing the company’s 
gas stations and convenience stores; 
cut up their credit cards and 
“Speedpasses,” mailing half to HRC 
and half to the company; write the 
company in protest; send HRC a 
month’s worth of receipts of gas 
purchased from other companies; 
and use any company stock they 
might own to push for change. 

Birch admitted that boycotts sel¬ 
dom succeed in exerting significant 
financial pressure on the target. She 
said HRC’s boycott was called more 
“to raise the consciousness of a cor¬ 
poration and the American public 


in general. [The tactic] should be 
rarely and judiciously used.” This is 
the first boycott that HRC has initi¬ 
ated, though it did support a boy¬ 
cott of United Airlines organized in 
San Francisco. 

The boycott will continue until 
the company adds a non-discrim¬ 
ination policy that includes sexu¬ 
al orientation; it does not include 
resurrection of domestic partner 
benefits. Birch said, “Boycotts have 
to be crisp and clear. ... If they 
come to see the error of their ways 
[on policy], they are bound to see 
that the second-best business 
practice is to also include domes¬ 
tic partner coverage.” 

HRC “is going to work with 
our civil rights coalition partners 
as part of the Leadership Confer¬ 
ence on Civil Rights,” as well as use 
the Internet to carry out the boy¬ 
cott, she said. Little of this work 
had been done prior to the news 
conference. Birch said, “We’d like 
to get the announcement out and 
then hopefully garner support.” 

There are currently no plans 
for advertising in the mainstream 
media, such as HRC has done in 
the past in the New York Times and 
Washington Post, she said, “But we 
always pray for angel donors.”

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Pot raises heart attack risk, study says

' I marijuana both temporari- 
mm ly increase heart attack risk 
in persons with cardiovascular 
disease, researchers reported 
Monday, June 11. 

Baby boomers’ heart attack 
risk increases almost five times 
within one hour after smoking 
marijuana, especially if they have 
other cardiovascular risk factors, 
said Dr. Murray Mittleman, di¬ 
rector of cardiovascular surgery 
at Beth Israel Deaconess Medical 
Center and Harvard University in 
Boston. “People who have heart 
attacks triggered by smoking 
marijuana almost certainly have 
a heart condition, which they 
may not be aware of, that predis¬ 
poses them to having a heart at¬ 
tack,” he told United Press Inter¬ 
national. 

“As baby boomers enter the age 
at which coronary disease is the 
most important cause of death 
and the leading cause of morbidi¬ 
ty, we may see an increase in mar¬ 
ijuana-associated heart attacks,” 
Mittleman added. “In the debate 
about medicinal use, marijuana 
maybe contraindicated for people 
with existing coronary disease.” 

For an hour after smoking 
marijuana, the likelihood of hav¬ 
ing a heart attack is four and a half 
times greater than if the person 
hadn’t smoked, he found. Howev¬ 
er, by the second hour the risk is 
1.7 times greater. After two hours,

“AB25 in the Senate should be 
much easier,” Harris said. “We say 
to them, you don’t have to be ner¬ 
vous this time, we’re going to get 
the bill to the governor’s desk, and 
we have very strong hopes he’s 
going to sign it intact.” 

Harris noted that Senate Presi¬ 
dent Pro Tern John Burton, the 
powerful San Francisco lawmaker, 
is a co-author on Migden’s bill. 
State Senator Sheila Kuehl (D-

AB25 ran into strong opposi¬ 
tion from the Campaign for Cali¬ 
fornia Families, an anti-gay group 
run by hyper-conservative Randy 
Thomasson, its executive director. 
According to CAPE, which claims 
250,000 donors, supporters, or 
volunteers, the conservative 
Christian-oriented CCF ran an 
expensive advertising campaign 
that targeted minority members 
of the state Legislature. 

“This small group will do any¬ 
thing it can to deny lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender Califor¬ 
nians basic rights and protec¬ 
tions,” Harris said. “They attempt¬ 
ed to scare members of the Cali¬ 
fornia Legislature using discrimi¬ 
natory rhetoric and bullying tac¬ 
tics, but it did not work.” 

Astacaan said the attack ads 
had run in the San Jose Mercury 
News , as well as smaller papers in¬ 
cluding publications in Spanish. 
Some can be seen on CCF’s Web 
site, savecalifornia.com. 

“There were 17 or so Assembly 
members targeted on the Cam¬ 
paign for California Families Web 
site,” Astacaan added. “Only two 
were non-minorities. And one of 
those was [Assembly member] 
Joseph Canciamilla.” 

Democrat Canciamilla, who 


the risk is normal. As part of the 
eight-year multicenter Determi¬ 
nants of Myocardial Infarction 
Onset Study, Mittleman and other 
researchers interviewed 3,882 
heart attack patients between the 
ages of 20 and 92 years about a 
number of factors including drug 
use. Twenty-three percent of mar¬ 
ijuana smokers were between the 
ages of 50 and 69 years. Many of 


these had smoked pot at least once 
over the previous 12 months, but 
among nine patients who had 
smoked within an hour before 
their heart attack, relative risk was 
nearly five times higher than for 
those who had never used the 
drug. 

The findings are published in 
the June 12 issue the American 
Heart Association’s journal Circu¬ 
lation. “Smoking marijuana in¬ 
creases the heart rate by about 40 
beats per minute,” Mittleman said. 
“It also causes the blood pressure 
to increase when the person is 
lying down, and then abruptly 
falls when the person stands up, 
often causing dizziness. These ef¬ 
fects may pose significant risk, es- 


represents portions of Contra 
Costa County, told the B.A.R. that 
he had been targeted by name in 
direct mail fliers and in television 
ads. He said, referring to a flier, 
that the basic message was that 
AB25 “undermines Proposition 
22. The targeted legislator is un¬ 
dermining marriage ... and over¬ 
turning the family system.” 

He quoted the ad: “Please don’t 
let Assembly Member (fill in the 
blank) overturn our vote (on Prop. 
22); tell him to oppose AB25.” 

The flier was signed “Paid for 
as a public service message by the 
Campaign for California Fami¬ 
lies,” he said, and it referred read¬ 
ers to the Web site. 

The lawmaker said he and his 
staff had been trying to figure out 
why he had been targeted, since 
other targeted colleagues were ei¬ 
ther Latino, African American, or 
representatives in very marginal, 
competitive districts. His e-mail 
and letters ran about “half a ton 
for, half a ton against.” 

“So the only thing we could 
figure out was they thought I was 
Hispanic,” said Canciamilla, who 
is of Italian descent. 

“I thought the advertising was 
a foolish attempt to strong-arm 
people and, for me, it didn’t help 
to convince me of the righteous¬ 
ness of their cause. 

“I’ve been threatened by better 
groups than this.” 

Toilet trouble 

CAPE’s Harris, warming to her 
subject, snorted at CCF’s tactics. 
“They’re 50 silly people flushing 
thousands and thousands of dol¬ 
lars down the toilet. We’re going to 
go out and make sure people in 
the districts [of pro-AB25 mem¬ 
bers] know we stand firmly be¬ 
hind the members.... 

“I’m not going to allow the 
campaign to bullshit, bullshit, 
bullshit. Actually, they did a better 
job pissing off the Assembly mem¬ 
bers than we could have.” ▼ 


pecially in people with unrecog¬ 
nized coronary disease.” 

He noted that marijuana was 
less dangerous than cocaine for 
people with heart disease - about 
as risky as taking a walk for an ac¬ 
tive person with heart disease, or 
sex for a sedentary patient. 

“All medicines have harmful 
side effects,” said Robert Kampia, 
executive director of the Marijua¬ 


na Policy Project, the nation’s 
leading medical marijuana policy 
organization. “Because marijuana 
increases the heart rate, it might 
be risky for people with very bad 
hearts. If your heart is so bad that 
you shouldn’t even walk up the 
stairs, you probably also should 
not use marijuana,” he told UPI. 

The study found that exactly 
nine of the heart attack victims 
had their heart attacks within an 
hour after using marijuana. That 
is 0.2 percent of the heart-attack 
population examined. “Hardly a 
large enough sample to draw a 
newsworthy conclusion,” Kampia 
said. 

In a second study, Mittleman 
reported that exposure to tiny 
particulates in air pollution also 


temporarily increases heart attack 
risk for at least two hours. Risk 
was even greater in patients with 
other heart risk factors, the re¬ 
searchers found in interviewing 
722 people admitted to Boston 
hospitals after a heart attack. 

At the same time they mea¬ 
sured pollution levels, including 
fine particulates less than five mil¬ 
lionths of an inch in diameter, at 
five sites. Heart attacks increased 
by 50 percent within two hours 
after exposure to high levels of 
fine particulates, and resulted in a 
delayed response within 24 hours. 
It’s estimated the number of 
heart-disease deaths due to air 
pollution ranges from 1,000 to as 
many as 10,000 each year nation¬ 
ally. This is the first study to con¬ 
firm short-term heart risk from 
particulate exposure, Middleman 
said. 

Scientists believe fine particu¬ 
lates penetrate the lungs’ air sacs 
and trigger an inflammatory re¬ 
sponse in the lungs, followed by 
systemic inflammation. Systemic 
inflammatory response releases 


proteins into the bloodstream that 
are associated with increased risk 
of heart attack. Exposure to air 
pollution also increases the risk of 
blood clotting and impeded blood 
flow to the heart. 

“This is another reason for 
people with heart disease to stay 
indoors when air quality is poor, 
especially during hot, hazy, and 
humid summer afternoons,” he 
said. 

R Barry Ryan, a professor of 
environmental exposures and 
chemistry at Emory University in 
Atlanta, told UPI the study is the 
first large-scale examination of 
particulate exposure and heart at¬ 
tack risk, but that other studies are 
under way in Atlanta and Los An¬ 
geles “This work is yielding perti¬ 
nent information for the study of 
health effects of air pollution on 
persons with different disease 
conditions, including heart dis¬ 
ease and chroiiic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease,” Ryan said. 
“We’re finding similar data from 
people in cities all over the coun¬ 
try.” ▼

Drug-resistant HIV 
wimpier than thought

L ast week, the David J. Glad¬ 
stone Institute (affiliated 
with the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Francisco), published 
a paper in Nature Medicine indi¬ 
cating drug-resistant HIV is less 
harmful to the immune system 
and the thymus than un¬ 
treated virus. 

“Though the drugs 
don’t eradicate the 
virus, they’re effective 
in treating the disease 
because they produce 
drug-resistant virus, 
which appears to be much 
less capable of 
causing damage 
to the thymus,” 
said Dr. Mike Mc- 
Cune, an investigator who worked 
on the study. The news follows 
similar findings from nearly a year 
ago when UCSF’s Dr. Steven Deeks 
reported less clinical progression 
and higher T-cells in patients with 
protease inhibitor drug-resistant 
virus. Taken together, these find¬ 
ings indicate that patients who 
have run out of options should 
still consider continuing HIV ther¬ 
apies, even when they don’t appear 
to be keeping virus level low. 

The Gladstone Institute has 
been a leading research site focus¬ 
ing on HIV patients’ thymuses 
and disease progression since the 
early 1990s. Earlier papers from 
Gladstone also showed that the 
thymus in HIV-infected folks was 
not showing as much damage as 
might have been expected. All this 
is good news to long-term sur¬ 
vivors who have exhausted all 15 
approved anti-HIV drugs and live 
with high levels of HIV circulat¬ 
ing in their bodies. Also these 
findings may shed light on why 
the death rate has remained low, 
even through apparent HIV drug 
failure. Undetectable viral levels 
may be optimal to achieve, but 
they are often not attainable. 

The Gladstone study indicated 
that protease inhibitor-resistant 
virus was deemed less destructive 
to the thymus. Longtime HIV- 
treating physicians have suspected 
that maintaining resistant virus at 
higher levels was better than hav¬ 
ing patients go off drugs altogeth¬ 


er - with HIV returning to un¬ 
treated or wild strain virus. 

“I urge my patients to stay on 
maximal therapy even in the pres¬ 
ence of high viral loads. I am de¬ 
lighted to see Dr. McCune now 
showing proof of what those of us 
in the trenches have been sure of,” 
said Dr. Mary Romayne, a San 
Francisco HIV practitioner. It fol¬ 
lows that patients who are multi¬ 
drug-resistant should consider 
continuing to treat while find¬ 
ing the least harmful drug 
combinations. With the 
new findings, treatment 
regimes should also 
maintain protease in¬ 
hibitor resistance in 
order to protect the thy¬ 
mus and immu¬ 
nity. 

Scientists also 
indicated that the 
less destructive virus might help 
keep T-cells from falling as well. 
“Just because they have high viral 
loads and drug-resistant virus, 
doesn’t mean their T-cell counts 
are going to plummet,” said the 
paper’s lead author, Cheryl Stod- 
dart, Ph.D. That’s because the

study showed that protease in¬ 
hibitor-resistant HIV was less like¬ 
ly to infect the thymus, which pro¬ 
duces disease-fighting T-cells. The 
first clues to the new findings came 
when researchers discovered that 
drug-resistant HIV did not repli¬ 
cate as well in various cells. The 
new research shows that this im¬ 
pairment is much greater when it 
comes to thymus cells. 

In the study, Stoddart and her 
research team inoculated both 


non-drug-resistant and drug-re¬ 
sistant virus into human thymus 
which was then implanted into 
mice. Weeks later, the non-drug- 
resistant virus grew substantially 
and began depleting the thymus 
of its cells. Drug-resistant virus, 
on the other hand, barely replicat¬ 
ed and did not tamper with the 
thymus cells. 

“The difference in the way the 
thymus grew could not be more 
extreme,” said Stoddart. 

In another experiment, re¬ 
searchers added virus directly to 
human thymus cell cultures. Viral 
replication was measured and re¬ 
sults indicated that whereas many 
cells were infected by the non¬ 
drug-resistant virus, far fewer 
were infected by the drug-resis¬ 
tant strains. In actual virus isolates 
taken from patients, 12 times 
fewer thymus cells became infect¬ 
ed with drug-resistant virus than 
untreated virus. 

Finally, researchers scanned 14 
HIV-positive patients to see how 
their thymuses were holding up. 
Many patients with protease resis¬ 
tant virus had more abundant thy¬ 
mus than would have been expect¬ 
ed in people their age. It seems that 
just as with certain other body 
parts, a more abundant thymus is 
thought to be more beneficial than 
a less abundant one. Unfortunate¬ 
ly the report also indicated that 
patients with resistant virus had 
no guarantee of a good, function¬ 
al thymus either. 

Given the new findings, will the 
body now be able to live into old 
age with high viral levels and mul¬ 
tiple drug therapies? This question 
is still unanswered and is the pri¬ 
mary challenge facing the ad¬ 
vanced AIDS patient today. Main¬ 
taining protease inhibitor resis¬ 
tance does not necessarily mean 
staying on a protease inhibitor in¬ 
definitely either. Viral phenotypes 
show protease resistance long after 
drug cessation. Perhaps now re¬ 
searchers may be able to recom¬ 
mend less toxic drug combinations 
and interruptions for long-term 
immune maintenance and side ef¬ 
fect management. We await these 
recommendations. Still, the news is 
hopeful - for a change. Such treat¬ 
ment refinements are long overdue 
for late-stage AIDS patients given 
the lack of effective new anti-HIV 
drugs in the pipeline. T

Bob Basker 

1918 — 2001 


Bob Basker died 
April 6, 2001 at the 
Jewish Home in 
San Francisco. He 
was 82. Bob’s 
charm, humor and 
dedication en¬ 
deared him to the 
many people who 
knew him. 

Bob was a life¬ 
long community activist. Born and 
raised in an Orthodox Jewish home, he 
became politically active in the student 
peace movement of the 1930s. In the 
1940s, he joined the Army and fought in 
World War II against Fascism. 

He earned his living as a salesman 
for Encyclopaedia Britannica. In recent 
years he was employed by the S.F. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney's office. 

Bob’s true calling was as a political 
activist, working tirelessly for those he 
saw as disenfranchised. He was in the 
forefront of many movements working 
for political and social change. For ex¬ 
ample, in 1965 he co-founded Matta- 
chine Midwest, one of the first homo¬ 
sexual rights organizations. He contin¬ 
ued his work in gay rights throughout 
his life and was very active in the strug¬ 
gle against Anita Bryant’s anti-gay cam¬ 
paign in Miami. 

Bob was also active in the civil rights 
movement. In 1961 he was responsible 
for securing a home for the first black 
family in the all-white suburb of Skokie, 
Illinois, which was instrumental in the 
struggle for integrated housing. 

One of Bob’s unique contributions 
was his special talent for forming coali¬ 
tions between organizations. To this 
end, he was active in the progressive 


wing of the Democratic Party, as well as 
fighting for civil liberties, prisoner’s 
rights, legalizing medical use of mari¬ 
juana, and other causes. He also served 
on the boards of In-Home Supportive 
Services, the Alexander Hamilton Amer¬ 
ican Legion Post (a gay veterans organi¬ 
zation), and the San Francisco chapters 
of the National Organization for 
Women and the NAACP. 

In addition to his political work, 

Bob took great joy in attending cultural 
events such as the opera and ballet. He 
will be deeply missed. He is survived by 
his children Paul, Melinda, and Wayne 
Basker, his granddaughters Nina and 
Hannah, and eight nieces and nephews. 

There will be a celebration of Bob’s 
life on Sunday, July 1 at 2p.m. in Room 
207 of the War Memorial Veteran’s 
Building, 401 Van Ness Ave. at McAllis¬ 
ter St., San Francisco.

duct HIV prevention research among 
gay men, his community. Thus, he 
joined the Center for AIDS Prevention 
Studies at the University of California in 
1988 where he was a Research Psycholo¬ 
gist until his death from AIDS. 

Bob dedicated most of his adult life 
to fighting HIV/AIDS among gay men. 
He was a soft-spoken, brilliant man with 
a wonderful sense of humor. He consid¬ 
ered himself an activist as well as a sci¬ 
entist. He was also an artist. Even as he 
became ill, he volunteered his time and 
effort to Stop AIDS to develop an HIV 
prevention program for men living with 
HIV/AIDS. Bob loved San Francisco 
and living with his community in the 
Castro at his wonderful Victorian home. 
As he became ill, his mother and his sis¬ 
ter Susan lovingly cared for him.

permit to operate a club. Meyer 
said she didn’t know what was 
done to verify Jsieph’s applica¬ 
tions because she wasn’t working 
in her position when the applica¬ 
tions were filed. 

In his court filings, Goodfellow 
appears to be zeroing in on Joseph 
as the architect of a policy that he 
alleges put club patrons at risk by 
making employees very reluctant 
to call 911. Both Morris and club 
security guard Richard Maloney 
testified that at the time of Gor- 
ing’s death, there was a policy not 
to call 911 under any circum¬ 
stances without the approval of a 
manager. Maloney, who still 
works at the club, said the policy 
is still in effect. 

Maloney told the B.A.R. last 
week that he did everything he 
could to save Goring’s life. Mal¬ 
oney said that after Goring col¬ 
lapsed, he performed CPR on 
him. Maloney said he realized at 
the time that by doing CPR he 
would subject himself to a risk of 
contracting hepatitis or other dis¬ 
eases but he wanted to do whatev¬ 
er he could to help save Goring. 

Maloney said he cried during 
his deposition out of sympathy for 
Goring after he was repeatedly 
“badgered” by Goodfellow. Mal¬ 
oney said he was also upset that 
Goodfellow had suggested to him 
during his deposition that he 
could face homicide charges. 

Goodfellow denied he bad¬ 
gered Maloney and commended 
him for his efforts. 

“Richard Maloney valiantly 
tried to use his training in basic 
life support to assist Mr. Goring 
but that effort did not obviate the 
club’s duty to immediately call 
911,” said Goodfellow. “Maloney 
himself, according to his testimo¬ 


ny, was prevented from making 
that call even though he wanted to 
and even though his CPR training 
told him he had to call paramedics 
right away. But the policy prevent¬ 
ed him from making that call.” 

According to deposition tran¬ 
scripts, Goodfellow suggested to 
both Maloney and Morris that 
they could be subjected to homi¬ 
cide charges. Two legal experts 
consulted by the B.A.R. gave very 
different opinions on whether the 
actions of the club warranted a 
homicide investigation. 

The dean of the Golden Gate 
University Law School, and for¬ 
mer public defender, Peter Keane, 
said that although it appears there 
is a strong case for wrongful 
death, he didn’t think the allega¬ 
tions warranted a criminal prose¬ 
cution. Keane suggested that pros¬ 
ecutors could be charged with 
misconduct if they tried to prose¬ 
cute Joseph or other club man¬ 
agers on homicide charges. 

But an expert on criminal law 
at Hastings Law School, Professor 
John Diamond, said the case de¬ 
served to be investigated as a 
crime because of the level of 
“gross negligence” allegedly 
demonstrated by the club. Dia¬ 
mond also brought up the suit’s 
claim that a physician witness was 
led to believe by a club employee 
that 911 was called when it wasn’t. 
Diamond said that might have 
preempted the doctor from sum¬ 
moning help on his own, further 
adding to negligence in the case. 
Diamond said there are some par¬ 
allels that the Goring case shares 
with the highly publicized Diane 
Whipple dog mauling case, in 
which the caretakers of the dogs 
were charged with involuntary 
manslaughter and second-degree 
murder for what prosecutors al¬ 
lege was a level of gross negligence 
in setting up a circumstance 
which resulted in death. T

TICs will now fall under the 
condo conversion laws. 

Gustavo Serina, corresponding 
secretary of the Eureka Valley Pro¬ 
motion Association, which fought 
against TIC regulation, told the 
B.A.R.: “The EVPA membership is 
disappointed in the vote, which 
will undoubtedly result in a flurry 
of lawsuits. Those lawsuits are 
likely to prevail.” 

Of amendments to the bill 
aimed at mollifying homeowners, 
Serina said, “None of that will 
work if the legislation is thrown 
out in court.” 

Haaland, on the other hand, 
called TICs a “really bad way to 
own property” because of the 
danger of one party defaulting on 
the mortgage, which would leave 
co-tenants holding the bag. Haa¬ 
land offered his views on the leg¬ 
islation’s effect on San Francisco’s 
grim housing market: 

“In effect, lots of these units are 
owner-occupied,” he said, “and 


thus the tenants have already been 
evicted. Those units are now off 
the market as far as rental housing 
is concerned. One of the downfalls 
[of the new ordinance] is that 
through condo conversion, a huge 
lump of TICs won’t be covered by 
rent control. 

“If you are in a TIC, and you 
condo convert, and you decide 
you want to move and rent out, 
those units are not covered by rent 
control.” 

Haaland added that he be¬ 
lieved McGoldrick made a good- 
faith effort to balance the de¬ 
mands of both sides, trying to rec¬ 
ognize the needs of those wanting 
to become homeowners and also 
trying to stop the evictions by real 
estate speculators. 

Other changes via amendment 
affect four-unit buildings. Previ¬ 
ously under McGoldrick’s bill, two 
of four tenants needed to okay 
plans for condo conversion. Now, 
only one resident would have to 
favor conversion. 

Those who do not want to buy 
their units are to be offered life¬ 
time leases under the new law. ▼

T he San Francisco International Lesbian & 
Gay Film Festival celebrates its 25th birthday 
with two new screening venues (Herbst The¬ 
atre, Yerba Buena Center of the Arts The¬ 
atre), a spiffy new online ticketsite 
(www.ffameline.org/festival) and a specially 
commissioned documentary (by Frameline 
co-founder Marc Huestis) span 
ning the highs (the birth of 


the new queer cinema), the lows (lesbian riots at 
the Roxie in the late ’80s in protest of a then-short- 
age of films by and for women) and the on-going 
mainstreaming of both lesbian and gay cinema. 
Huestis’ film, 25 - A Brief History of the Festival, 
will get a free screening (first 
come, first served) on Sunday, 
June 17, 11 a.m. at the 
Castro Theatre. 

Of the 80 fea¬ 
tures filling five 
screens over 
the Festival’s 
11-day run 
(through 
Sunday, 


June 24), many of the best contain dark takes on 
love and loss. Hong Kong-born Quentin Lee’s 
Drift uses the new digital technology to take a 
sexy, bittersweet look at a young filmmaker’s cri¬ 
sis of faith. Ryan (R.T. Lee) wakes up one morn¬ 
ing to find that life with Joel (Greyson Dayne), 
his comfy but dull boyfriend of three years, has 
lost whatever excitement it once held for him. At 
a party, Ryan bumps into Leo (Jonathon 
Roessler), who, barely out of his teens, reminds 
Ryan of his once-nerdy younger self. Leo is look¬ 
ing to shed his virginity and hook up with a cool 
writer who shares his taste for horror flicks and 
slightly deranged crushes on serial killers. Direc¬ 
tor Lee confides that he once thought the experi¬ 
ence informing Drift (the simulta-

All creatures great and queer 

SFILGFF documentaries make our history visible by Gary Morris 


T here was nothing to come out to. We never heard 
the word homosexual. The media never men¬ 
tioned it.” So says one of the dykes profiled in Lucy 
Winer and Karen Eaton’s Golden Threads, a su¬ 
perb profile of a global networking service for lesbians 
that also fleshes out a still-elusive history. The period 
referred to was the 1940s. Six decades later, thanks in 
no small part to the SFILGFF and works like this, 
there’s an increasingly visible community to come out 
to; the word homosexual is so popular it’s become 
passe; and the media, straight and gay, can hardly get 
enough of things queer. 

A look at the documentary component of this 
year’s fest shows there’s indeed much to celebrate in 
2001, even as there continue to be too many reasons 
for mourning. Marking this milestone, Marc Huestis, 
of Castro Theatre campfest fame, produced 25 - A 
Brief History of the Festival. Deftly mixing interviews 


and archival footage, Huestis chronicles the fest’s tran¬ 
sition from a local activist affair to its position as the 
world-class event of its kind. Everyone from film¬ 
makers to devoted longtime attendees lovingly attest 
to the fest’s influence on their lives and work. The 
sometimes too self-congratulatory tone (complete 
with testimonials in Spanish and German) is happily 
mitigated by a trove of fabulous anecdotes, and a brisk 
running time at 60 minutes (Castro, 6/17). 

Several little-known queer subcultures far from San 
Francisco are explored this year. Among the best such 
works is Bombay Eunuch, directed and produced by 
.Alexandra Shiva, Sean MacDonald, and Michelle Gu- 
covsky. “For me, being a eunuch feels right,” says one 
of the subjects, but their lot in India’s heavily patriar¬ 
chal culture is far from a happy one. Once idolized as 
spiritual beings whose presence at births and weddings

'It's a Bird , It's a Plane , It's Superman'

uperman is a big showoff. 
He wears a garish outfit in 
primary colors with an 
oversized monogram and a super¬ 
fluous cape. And his name, 
Super man — where did that come 
from? “It just seemed to fit,” he 
replies without a trace of irony. 

The 1966 musical It’s a Bird, It’s 
a Plane, It’s Superman fairly well de¬ 
constructed the Man of Steel, turn¬ 
ing him into an insecure nerd who 
can only blossom in the adoration 
of the masses. Librettists Robert 
Benton and David Newman would 
restore Superman’s reputation 
when they scripted the Superman 
movie starring Christopher Reeve. 

Maybe audiences prefer their 
superheroes intact, 'for while the 
screen Superman was a big hit, its 
slightly subversive stage predeces¬ 
sor expired after a disappointing 
129 performances. But even in 
1966, when Broadway musicals 
still hadn’t discovered how to be 
pretentious, Superman probably 
struck audiences as only so much 
foolery. And, after all, producer- 
director Hal Prince did raise tick¬ 
et prices to a new Broadway high 
of $12. 

But the brassy and tuneful 
score by Lee Adams and Charles 
Strouse (Bye Bye Birdie ) found en¬ 
during fans thanks to its cast 
album, and there are probably 
many musical aficionados who 
wonder what Superman looked 


like on the stage. Thanks to 42nd 
Street Moon, you can get a rough 
idea at the Eureka Theatre 
through June 24. 

Superman is a somewhat un¬ 
usual choice for the troupe that 
offers staged concerts of neglect¬ 
ed musicals, and its comic-book 
energies prove harder to capture 
than do the charms of the musi¬ 
cals of the ’20s, ’30s, and ’40s that 
the troupe usually favors. The 
music’s humorously ersatz rock ’n’ 
roll underpinnings don’t reduce 
well to single-piano arrange¬ 
ments, and even though director 
Bonnie Heilman finds ways to 
make visual jokes from the inher¬ 
ent technical limitations, Super¬ 
man is a show that needs as much 
visual flash as it can get. 

While the acting crew tends to¬ 
ward the motley in the smaller 
parts, the leads are admirably 
played. Kurt Kroesche is a hoot as 
the humorless Superman, looks 
good in tights, and creates a Clark 
Kent of extreme befuddlement. 
On Broadway, the actor playing 
Superman was given secondary 
billing to Jack Cassidy as the das¬ 
tardly newspaper columnist Max 
Menken. This really is a support¬ 
ing role, but one that Edward W. 
Hightower plays with an engaging 
villainous glee. 

Taking the top-comedy prize is 
Jackson Davis as Dr. Abner Sedg¬ 
wick, the mad scientist out to de¬ 
stroy Superman. Davis offers a 
comically superb performance, tak¬ 
ing the character’s tics right to the 


edge and delivering his “Revenge” 
aria with an understated panache. 

Jenny Lord as Lois Lane adds 
some kick to the show’s least flashy 
character in a skillful performance. 
Lisa Peers, as Max Menken’s infat¬ 
uated assistant, does justice to the 
clever “You’ve Got Possibilities,” 
the closest thing to a song hit to 
come from the score. 

As a high-school student who 
shelled out $5 to see Superman 
shortly after it opened on Broad¬ 
way, I can’t say that this 42nd 
Street Moon production con¬ 
firmed my happy memories of the 
musical. But this is rare baggage, 
and most fans of 42nd Street

AIDS with a twist 

Craig Lucas''The Dying Gaul'

’ . efore the start of The Dying 

< j* Gaul, director John Wilkins 
HdP made a short speech on why 
his theater company chose Craig 
Lucas’ play. When Lucas was writ¬ 
ing life-affirming fantasies like 
Prelude to a Kiss, Wilkins said, he 
wasn’t a Last Planet Theatre kind 
of guy. But now that he’s turned 
dark and bitter, he fits right in. 

Indeed, the 1998 play does turn

dark and bitter in the end, but this 
supposedly realistic conclusion 
feels more false than the allegori¬ 
cal magic of Prelude to a Kiss. 
Lucas strains credibility one too 
many times as he jerrybuilds a se¬ 
ries of plot twists that leads to the 
downbeat finale. 

But through the first act, at 
least, The Dying Gaul (named 
after a famous ancient statue) 
emerges as a provocatively enter¬ 
taining look at greed, grief, jeal¬ 
ousy, and revenge. And while 
Wilkins’ misguided attempts to 
turn the play into something it’s 
not with strobe lights and Fellini- 
esque circus music become de¬ 
structive in the second act, they 
are mostly curious distractions in 
the first. 

The central character of the 
play is Robert (Cody Bayne), a 
struggling screenwriter who has 
created a potential masterpiece in¬ 
spired by the death of his lover 
from AIDS. While Robert sees it as 
a tribute to their relationship, a 
fast-talking Hollywood producer 
(Matt Leshinskie) sees it as a 
blockbuster — if only Robert is 
willing to turn it into a heterosex¬ 
ual AIDS love story. 

Robert is briefly adamant 
about preserving the gay relation-

ship, but he is seduced both figu¬ 
ratively and literally by the pro¬ 
ducer. That the producer is mar¬ 
ried with children stops neither of 
them, nor is the wife (Sarah Neal) 
naive about her husband’s pro¬ 
clivities. But she’s jealous of this 
particular relationship, and she 
finds Robert online in a gay chat 
room, where she plays a crushing- 
ly cruel hoax with the inadvertent 
help of Robert’s psychiatrist (Stig 
Kreps). The set up for these plot- 
lines is considerably more inter¬ 
esting than their fulfillment. 

While the performers seemed 
still to be finding their rhythms at 
last week’s opening, they all dis¬ 
play a passionate commitment to 
the material, even as they must 
shift gears to accommodate the 
heavy-handed attempts to turn 
The Dying Gaul into a Last Planet 
Theatre kind of play. T

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‘Rent’ party 

Director Michael Greif goes deeper

W hat do the musical phe¬ 
nomenon known as Rent 
-and a quirky little revue 
titled Betty Rules have in com¬ 
mon? They’re both directed by the 
openly gay Michael Greif, and 
both will be in San Francisco at 
the same time. 

Rent in fact is already here, at 
the Orpheum Theatre through 
July 15, while Betty Rules begins 
performances at the Magic The¬ 
atre on June 20. San Francisco is 
the last stop on a long national 
tour for Rent; Betty Rules is having 
its world premiere in our city. 

While Greif has known the 
girl-rock group Betty for more 
than a decade, and enjoys their 
musical sensibility that has been 
described as a cross between the 
Andrew Sisters and the Marx 
Brothers, his heart clear¬ 
ly still belongs to Rent. 

Even though the 
show recently celebrated j^B ^ 
its fifth anniversary on 
Broadway, Greif remains 9 y 
an active party in its m AA 
well-being in New York 
and around the world. “I 
continue to cast 
both the Broadway 
and the touring pro- 
duction, and oversee 
foreign productions,” Greif said. “I 
love the show, and I love how the 
show deepens and stretches its 
performers.” 

Created by the late Jonathan 
Larson, the musical tells the tale of 
a group of modern-day bohemi¬ 
ans living on New York’s Lower 
East Side. The authentic vibrancy 
of the youthful cast helped sell the 
sometimes-ragged material, 
something that Greif says hasn’t 
waned with long-run commercial 
success. 

“I think the people who are 
performing the show would tell 
youthat they believe in the show 
and the show’s message,” the di¬ 
rector said. “The way it touches 
people helps the cast to really 
commit to the show and give it 
their all.” 

The characters are a cross-sec¬ 
tion of New York’s counterculture 
of the early ’90s, and several of the 
characters — gay and straight — 
are enduring the death sentence 
that AIDS meant at the time. 
“Some of the facts and circum¬ 
stances have changed,” Greif said, 
“and I continue to discuss that 
with the companies. The musical 
may become about a specific time 
and place, but that won’t make it 
remote or irrelevant.” 

Larson didn’t get to see those 
changes; he died of an aortic 
aneurysm just before the first pre¬ 
view of the show’s off-Broadway

run. “We spent the first weeks of 
previews dealing his death while 
refining the show,” Greif said. 
“And though the response to the 
show was extraordi- 
BMB nary, we weren’t think- 
ing of much except how 
^^^B. do we do justice to 
Jonathan’s work.” 

There is another 
W' Jonathan in Greif’s life, 
"‘■‘"'"'J actor Jonathan Eaton, 
M who has been Greif’s 
partner for 17 
years. “While I was 
having a great suc¬ 
cess with Rent, 
Jonathan was having a great suc¬ 
cess in the film world,” Greif said. 
“I think that helped the balance, 
and since that time we’ve had our 
ups and downs in a long and 
happy marriage. 

Greif became the artistic direc¬ 
tor of La Jolla Playhouse just be¬ 
fore planning began on a work¬ 
shop production of Rent in 1994. 
“I made it very clear to the board 
before I accepted the job that I 
had every intention of being com¬ 
pletely out,” he said. 

He left La Jolla in 1999, partly 
to be free of administrative chores 
and partly to be closer to his fam¬ 
ily in New York. That includes two 
children, ages 6 and 2, whom he 
fathered with a lesbian couple 
who are raising them with partic¬ 
ipation by Greif and his lover. 

Greif grew up in Brooklyn, a 
self-described effeminate kid who 
didn’t seem to fit in any place. “I 
was in a very difficult environ¬ 
ment, in which being in the closet 
was also being in the closet about 
wanting to achieve or loving to 
read or having an interest in liter¬ 
ature,” he said. “I was in the closet 
about all those things.” 

Theater in high school and the 
intellectual liberation of college 
began turning Greif’s life around. 
“The youthful traumas certainly 
stay with you,” he said, “but they 
also might broaden and deepen 
and improve you. They don’t need 


to hurt you. They can make you 
better.”

SF Opera's 1 Aida' is great music-making

B y now we have established 
that I am dubious about the 
Konzept style of opera pro¬ 
duction: Siegfried staged in the 
gulag, or Zauberflote set on the 
moon. These radical deconstruc¬ 
tions generally espouse some 
modern psychological or political 
theory that would be unrecogniz¬ 
able to the composer, and as a re¬ 
sult, are often jarringly unmusical. 

On the other hand, an ornate, 
moribund, often stupid produc¬ 
tion like the current San Francisco 
Opera Aida makes one wonder 
idly what Verdi’s epic masterpiece 
would be like if staged in a pig’s 
intestine. It couldn’t be any dumb¬ 
er than what I saw last Saturday 
night at the War Memorial Opera 
House, when a young Italian so¬ 
prano, Norma Fantini, made her 
local debut in Aida's second per¬ 
formance of the season.

Still, however retro, chaotic or 
embarrassing this Aida staging 
may have been, it proved what I 
have always thought and taught 
— great music-making overcomes 


any staging idiocy. The reason 
those Eurotrashy concepts are so 
irritating is that they are often an 
excuse for lousy music-making. In 
this case, you have to give SFO 
props for hiring a sensational con¬ 
ductor, an interesting soprano, a 
marvelous mezzo, and then con¬ 
vincing a usually unconvincing 
tenor that he was Russell Crowe in 
Egypt. 

This was Patrick Summers’ 
first Aida, believe it or not. I’ll go 
right out on the hyperbole limb 
and declare I haven’t heard Verdi 
conducting this thrilling since the 
late Herbert von Karajan’s Re¬ 
quiem at Carnegie Hall. The pre¬ 
lude set the tone for the entire 
evening as Summers rightly rec¬ 
ognized and underlined the essen¬ 
tial conflict between human emo¬ 
tions and public responsibility. 
Warm — no, hot lyrical lines ooz¬ 
ing out of the humid Nile nights 
alternated with the implacably 
martial tones of a society ruled by 
warlike priests. (If only Paata 
Burchuladze, as the high priest 
Ramfis, hadn’t sounded 108 years 
old.) 

A short list of Summers’ 
achievements includes the varied 
colors (mostly achieved by re¬ 
markable solo writing for the 
winds) with which Verdi saturates 
this too-familiar score; the incisive 
rhythmic drive of the martial 
music and argumentative duets 
(Aida and her father were moving; 
Amneris and Radames brought 
down the house); and the gener¬

ally quick tempos that relaxed into 
sensuous languor in the love 
music. The only tedious parts 
were the many dances, but that is 
not Summers’ fault. Christian 
Holder was author of these em¬ 
barrassing ballabilli, which in this 
case were mostly baba-silly. And 
please, when will this company 
learn that Verdi is a chaste com¬ 
poser? Sexual acrobatics in Am¬ 
neris’ boudoir are unnecessary 
and offensive. 

Fantini forza 

Guided, urged, and dare I say 
inspired by Summers, the cast 
came through as one seldom hears 
in Italian opera in SF, where 
Strauss, Wagner, the moderns and 
Eastern Europeans have ruled for 
many moons. Fantini was ner¬ 
vous, not only oversinging but 
rushing the climactic phrase in “O 
patria mia.” When she relaxes, she 
produces a gravely beautiful 
sound, capable both of tenderness 
and of topping full orchestra and 
chorus. I’d like to hear her in a 
complete, scholarly La Forza del 
destino, with Summers in the pit. 
(And the Earth answers back: “Fat 
chance.”) 

If Fantini’s debut was promis¬ 
ing, Larissa Diadkova’s Amneris 
was a barn-burner, and I say that 
having cheered Simionato, Resnik, 
Verrett, Cossotto and Zajick. Di¬ 
adkova is handsome, imperious, 
and Russian, and she has a fabu¬ 
lous chest voice that is not de¬ 
tached from the rest of her scale, 
as is so often the case. The judg¬ 
ment scene was sheer flaming 
magic, and we’d still be there 
cheering, except that Douglas 
Schmidt’s cinematic sets revolve 
to keep the action moving. 

I was also amazed at tenor 
Richard Margison’s transforma¬ 
tion. He is not one of my faves. 


He sounded as if he were having 
a stroke when he essayed “Nessun 
dorma” at the Mansouri Gala. He 
looked like Mr. Piggy and sound¬ 
ed like watered-down Ripple in 
Un Ballo in maschera. Here he 
looks convincingly like a chunky 
gladiator, and his Stentorian tones 
held up all night. True, he won’t 
or can’t modulate for “Celeste 
Aida” or “O terra addio,” but 
Radames is a dumb jock, not a 
poet. Margison did seem to sit 
down a lot, but one didn’t know 
whether that was fatigue or direc¬ 
tor Paula Williams’ dumb idea. 
(As dumb ideas go, having Aida 
hide in the tomb with a votive 
candle was the nadir; even 
Ethiopians must have understood 
the concept of oxygen depletion.) 

Stephan Pyatnychko, sched¬ 
uled for Rigoletto in September, 
displayed an elegant, suave bari¬ 
tone at least a size too small for the 
War Memorial; his stage presence 
matched his voice. Tammy Jenkins 
sang the beautiful, steady, unseen 
offstage priestess. And Todd Geer 
was the messenger who, as a child, 
I thought was named “Avanzi,” as 
in “II messager s’avanzi” (“Let the 
messenger come forward.”) This 
role has been a stepping-stone for 
heroic tenors. James McCracken 
made his Met debut as the 
messenger in Aida, though I don’t 
think Geer is headed for a career 
as Otello. Still, you never know. 

You have three more chances 
to hear Fantini, Summers and 
company. Close your eyes and 
enjoy this rare, superior musical 
performance. Verdi is truly hon¬ 
ored for a change. T

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British sex bomb 

Urban queers run amok in ' Metrosexualit /

HillJf earin § m °re hats than 
Wrn Streisand,writer/director 
W W Rikki Beadle-Blair also 
stars in the colorful, six-part 
British miniseries Metrosexuality. 
With a throbbing hip-hop beat, 
the show’s opening and closing 
credits feature the shaved and tat¬ 
tooed cast singing and dancing in 
their underwear — sort of a 
post-millennial Mickey Mouse 
Club for pederasts. And with its 
relentless jump cuts and wild 
glam styling, the show establishes 
itself as a contender for the “Most 
Trendy” award of this or any sea¬ 
son. There hasn’t been this much 
bad fashion on screen since Ma¬ 
hogany. Yet by the end of the first 
episode, Metro sexuality's superfi¬ 
cial allure wears rather thin. 

Young Kwame (Noel Clarke) is 
the biracial, heterosexual son of 
two separated gay dads: Max 


(Rikki Beadle-Blair) and Jordan 
(Karl Collins). Max, with his blond 
dreadlocks and aging physique, 
tries desperately to hold onto his 
physical charms, while Jordan pur¬ 
sues a hunky new boyfriend who 
turns out to be a male prostitute. 
Kwame would like his two dads to 
reunite, but in the meantime he 
must deal with his major crush on 
young Asha (Rebecca Varney). To 
assist in the latter effort, he enlists 
the help of his two gay homeboys, 
Dean and Bambi (the adorable 
Davie Fairbanks). 

From the beginning, Metrosex¬ 
uality cuts across gender, sexual, 
and racial barriers to present a 
multi-ethnic cast interacting with 
each other in a way that transcends 
cultural stereotypes. Sexuality re¬ 
mains fluid as various characters 
cross the line from straight to gay 
to bisexual — and back again — 
over the course of the six episodes. 
Cross-dressing, wild hair, and 
glam makeup are simply the tools 


of urban survival for the men and 
women who work the local singles’ 
scene. Max drives around town in 
a shocking pink Jeep and plays 
soccer in a leopard print unitard. 
His straight son Kwame loves to 
hang out at gay clubs and wear his 
dad’s drag. And Max’s lesbian sis¬ 
ter lives with her female lover and 
their two children, but wistfully re¬ 
calls her past relationship with a 
male fashion designer. 

Surface time 

The large cast of central char¬ 
acters and overlapping subplots 
can make Metrosexuality a bit hard 
to follow at times. And despite its 
good intentions, the series settles 
for cartoon characterizations 
rather than three-dimensional 
portrayals of real human beings; 
this defining quality is the series’ 
Achilles heel. Most of the show’s 
characters are selfish and self-ab¬ 
sorbed to the extent that they re¬ 
main unlikeable. Where the origi- 


Penisspotting 2001 

Cockologist report from SFILGFF

E jl espite its fascination for so 
% many, penisspotting has re- 
9 ceived little serious study 
and even less respect. Some say 
thfs activity is based on bird¬ 
watching, sharing with that sport 
an interest in parks and wood¬ 
lands and the use of a magnifica¬ 
tion device (preferably a jeweled 
lorgnette) for shadowy or leaf-ob¬ 
scured targets. Of course, the ded¬ 
icated spotter also includes urban 
environments, from backrooms to 
bathhouses to gutters, in his 
purview, and few would deny that 
birdwatching is far more accepted 
than cockwatching. To help re¬ 
dress this obvious inequity, if only 
in a small way, we offer our annu¬ 
al survey of cinematic dick in the 
SF Internat’l Les & Gay Film Fest. 
We make no claim to comprehen¬ 
siveness; we were too busy with 
our own schlongspotting to watch 
every work in the fest. 

This year’s sightings, based on 
more than two dozen docs and 
features, could hardly be called a 
bumper crop. Of that number, 
seven yielded at least one sighting. 
In some cases, heaven forfend, 
there was almost too much of that 
good thing (Phantom); in others, 
there was little trace of the penis 
in places where the cockologist 
had every right to expect it (La 
Confusion de Genres). Still, there 
was enough evidence of the elu¬ 
sive little guy overall to entice even 
hardened dickophiles to abandon 
the parks and public toilets 
(briefly) in favor of the festival. In 
the present survey, the US and 
Portugal showed the most pio¬ 
neering penis spirit, while Eng¬ 
land, Canada, and France came up 
surprisingly short. 

Any director who trumpets his 
devotion to Bruce La Bruce could 
be expected to offer a panoply of 
penises, in the master’s mode. And 
certainly the plot of Canada’s Hey 
Happy! would seem very promis¬ 
ing in this regard. An “apocalyptic 
love story set in Winnipeg’s illegal 
rave scene,” as the press notes say, 
the film is a hothouse melange of 
UFOs, drugs, and drag queens. 


Sadly, though, there’s only one 
scene in which our spongy-tissued 
pal emerges. It’s a woefully brief 
sequence of naked queens undu¬ 
lating underwater. Perhaps direc¬ 
tor Noam Gonick hopes to work 
for Disney one day. 

Pink narcissus 

Ever optimistic, we turned 
from Canada to England, where 
Channel 4 has done some impor¬ 
tant work in this area. Admitted¬ 
ly, television, even in Britain, is 
not the place to surfeit, only to 
snack. But even we were surprised 
that Metrosexuality, a hyper-hip, 
candy-colored comedy series 
about multiracial, polysexual 
Britain, has but a smidgen of sch- 
long. Director-star Rikkie Beadle- 
Blair displays his wares for a few 
seconds during a phone sex chat. 
Extensive testing has failed to ver¬ 
ify another reported sighting dur¬ 
ing a hot 69 sequence between an 
alleged straight boy and a middle- 
aged queen with a pink Mohawk. 

We had such hopes for French 
cinema after the promise of Baise 
Moi with its nonstop parade of 
hard-ons, but alas, the two films 
surveyed here, La Confusion de 
Genres and Adventures of Felix, 
never approach that level. Not that 
they’re bad films; in fact, they’re 
both quite good, which makes the 
lack of dick display all the more 
lamentable. Ilan Duran Cohen’s 
too-aptly named Confusion stars 
Pascal Greggory as Alain, a 40ish 
guy whose entire circle wants to 
get in his pants. Alain’s apparent¬ 
ly irresistible schlong is only seen 
once, in a hetero tryst. For com- 
pletists, there’s also a short show¬ 
er scene where a homely man with 
a horsedick soaps up, but it’s hard¬ 
ly compensation to the confused 
spotter. Felix, directed by Olivier 
Ducastel and Jacques Martineau, 
is a sweet, queer road movie with 
one sequence that almost makes 
up for all those strategically placed 
sheets and that too-discreet light¬ 
ing. Handsome Felix (Sami Boua- 
jila) gets picked up while hitch¬ 
hiking by an authentic hunk, and 
they enjoy a woodland fuck. 
When the two emerge naked from 
their rendezvous, the film be¬ 


comes a happy valentine to size 
queens. 

Far less sunny but richer in 
other areas is Joao Pedro Ro-

nal British series Queer As Folk (no 
stranger to self-absorption) mined 
the deep well of gay urban life with 
remarkable verisimilitude, Metro¬ 
sexuality skims the surface of its 
own fantasy world, making only 
the occasional descent into reality. 
Ultimately, this is a disservice to 
the subject matter. 

As a writer, Beadle-Blair has a 
tendency for oversimplification. 
His previous effort, Stonewall, suf¬ 
fered from stereotypical charac¬ 
ters, clearly intended as stand-ins 
for various segments of the gay 
community that populated the 
Stonewall saloon at the time of the 
infamous riots. In Metrosexuality, 
Beadle-Blair’s failure to engage the 
viewer’s sympathy causes his satire 
to fall flat. Absolutely Fabulous, an¬ 
other British television series, es¬ 
tablished that you could create 
horrible, selfish, politically incor¬ 
rect, alcoholic heroines and still 
produce scathing social commen¬ 
tary that works effectively as com¬ 


edy. But in order to pull this off, 
you need writing that transcends 
the level of Metrosexuality. Here 
Beadle-Blair’s attempts to satirize 
drug addiction, AIDS, prostitu¬ 
tion, mental illness, and domestic 
violence just seem mean-spirited. 

As an opening-night selection 
for the film festival, the first three 
episodes of Metrosexuality will 
please with their laissezfaire atti¬ 
tude toward gender and sexuality. 
But the true test of the series’ suc¬ 
cess with audiences will be deter¬ 
mined by how many people re¬ 
turn several days later for the last 
three episodes. ▼

neous loss of a three-year rela¬ 
tionship and the end of a passion¬ 
ate crush) were too personal to 
film. Drift works brilliantly be¬ 
cause we get so close to the char¬ 
acters, and the story shatters ex¬ 
pectations of a conventional end¬ 
ing by giving three plausible tra¬ 
jectories for the collision course of 
Ryan, Joel and Leo. Best of all, 
each ending begins with Ryan 
hopping out of bed (Victoria, 
6/16; Castro, 6/18). 

SFILGFF offers two different 
■ takes on the female detective. This 
year’s Castro opener marks the re¬ 
turn of Susan Seidelman, whose 
first two features, the cult classic 
Smithereens and the movie that 
mainstreamed Madonna, Desper¬ 
ately Seeking Susan, made her 
briefly the most bankable of late- 
’80s women directors. Seidelman’s 
Gaudi Afternoon gives us a chance 
to gawk along the beautiful av¬ 
enues and cafes of Barcelona while 
a quartet of indie divas tries to 
keep our interest in a very light tall 
tale. Judy Davis, in her best Woody 
Allen-inspired style, barks, bitches 
and chain-smokes through her 
role as Cassandra, an itinerant 
book translator who turns private 
investigator to pay the rent. Given 
anything at all to do, Davis is fab¬ 
ulous. Here she’s allowed to stare 
at Juliette Lewis’ belly button, 
wonder at the fright wig donned 
by Marcia Gay Harden, and be 
mildly embarrassed at Lili Taylor’s 
incarnation as a butch dyke 
named Ben. The film’s high point 
comes when Davis descends into 
a basement speakeasy to watch a 
magician mime Dean Martin. It’s 
not Susan, but it is a tad desperate 
(Castro, 6/14). 


“You’re a great fuck, but a very 
ordinary detective.” A middle- 
aged poetry professor (an offbeat 
but effective screen return for 
Kelly McGillis) gives this bit of lip 
to Jill (Susie Porter), the private 
eye she’s been shagging in the sexy 
thriller The Monkey's Mask. Based 
on Dorothy Porter’s murder mys¬ 
tery in verse, it’s a smart and saucy 
piece of fluff with lines like, “I 
wish my cunt could hurt you,” 
and, “Strangulation orgasm is a lot 
safer between girls.” Bad erotic po¬ 
etry never had it so good (Castro, 
6/16).

A South Korean girls’ prep 


school is effectively exploited in 
the New Wave identity horror film 
Memento Mori from the directing 
team of Min Kyu-dong and Kim 
Tae-yong. A very mobile camera 
gives an extra edge to this Korean- 
style ghost story which explores 
the mysterious suicide of a young 
schoolgirl who’s been keeping a 
strange diary. A not-to-be-missed 
treat from the hottest spot in the 
Asian Film world (Castro, 6/18; 
Roxie, 6/20). 

The early life of legendary Irish 
poet Brendan Behan is given a 
fresh spin in Borstal Boy, a first 
feature by the brother of the di¬ 
rector of My Left Foot, Peter Sheri¬ 
dan. Sheridan drew his screenplay 
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from Behan’s prison diary, written 
at 16 while in British custody as a 
suspected bombmaking member 
of the IRA. Bear with Borstal Boy 
until you get to the good parts — 
a very tender and convincing liai¬ 
son between Brendan (Shawn 
Hatosy) and queer cellmate Char¬ 
lie Millwall (the sensationally 
spunky Danny Dyer). While at 
times borrowing a bit too much 
from British reform school clas¬ 
sics like The Loneliness of the Long 
Distance Runner, Borstal Boy man¬ 
ages to be jarringly specific about 
the tensions between boys behind 
bars (Castro, 6/15). 

An even harsher slice of prison 
life is served up by director Cheryl 
Dunye ( Watermelon Woman ) and 
the folks at HBO. Stranger Inside 
is* a disturbingly intimate account 
of a young African-American 
woman’s attempt to get close to a 
convicted murderer she believes 
to be her birth mother. In and out 
of juvy for most of her young life, 
Treasure Lee (Yolanda Ross) 
marks her 21st birthday by gradu¬ 
ating to an adult women’s prison. 
Skilled at playing prison games 
like smuggling and drug dealing, 
Treasure is not prepared for how 
real things can get when you get 
on the wrong side of family ties 
behind bars. Stranger Inside fea¬ 
tures strong performances from 


screen newcomer Ross and Dave- 
nia McFadden as Treasure’s prison 
mom Brownie. Director Dunye 
means to get under our skin about 
the plight of single mothers in 
prison, and she succeeds (Castro, 
6/16). 

An almost companion piece is 
the made-for-television drama 
Kevins Room, an exploration of 
the multiple anxieties surround¬ 
ing African-American men and an 
AIDS epidemic that is disastrous¬ 
ly out of control. Cleverly struc¬ 
tured if a little blandly executed, 
Kevins Room gives us a convinc¬ 
ingly diverse portrait of black men 
in the life, and demonstrates how 
isolating the nasty cocktail of 
racism and homophobia can be at 
encouraging denial and limiting 
treatment and prevention (Roxie, 
6/16). 

Finally, the German drama 
Chill Out offers an astute eye on 
the fragile dynamics of a menage 
between two young men and a 
slightly older and world-weary 
woman. Directed by a German 
disciple of Derek Jarman, Chill 
Out shows how hard a mix sex 
and friendship can be (Herbst, 
6/17; Castro, 6/19). ▼

drigues’ Phantom (O Fantasma), 
from Portugal. This excellent but 
very grim take on a latex-wearing 
garbage collector’s off-duty fuck- 
fests is reminiscent of films like 
Frisk and Hard in its unrelenting 
portrayal of sexual excess. Prick 
voyeurs will find this one a verita¬ 
ble feast, with dicks in every imag¬ 
inable state of arousal and activity, 
and a pleasant variety of settings. 
Yes, there’s actual hardcore sex 
here, in a steamy toilet suck scene. 
Some viewers may be put off by 
rubber boy’s hygiene habits; he’s 
as likely to lick the floor or the 
sidewalk as a thrusting shaft. Still, 
as one of the most cock-clogged 
works in the fest, Phantom is a 
strong candidate for the PPSI 
(penis-per-square inch) Award. 

Returning to home base, we 
come to On the Bus, the inevitable 
gay backlash to the “reality TV” 
syndrome. Directed by one of its 
stars, Dustin Black, this Ode to Boy 
follows six gay twinks as they trav¬ 
el 600 miles in a bus to the Burn¬ 
ing Man festival. Sex is a constant 
topic, but the filmmakers — per¬ 
haps constrained by the Internet 
company that financed the film — 
show only a couple of actual 
pricks: one in a background porn 


snippet, the other in a Jacuzzi se¬ 
quence. Of course, the Burning 
Man festival is a notorious flesh 
parade, and once the twinks arrive, 
it’s hippie-dick heaven. The use of 
split-screen here will confound 
some cockwatchers, inducing eye- 
strain as they struggle to make 
sense of what they see. 

Peter Barbosa and Garrett 
Lenoir’s Out in the Open is the an¬ 
swer to a penisspotter’s prayer, an 
hourlong doc on the subculture of 
gay public sex. An assortmen^of 
interviewees offers timeless wis¬ 
dom (“Monogamy is a recipe for 
disaster!”) and thoughtful assess¬ 
ments of the morality, logistics, 
and other aspects of this activity. 
All that theorizing is fine, but the 
real lure are the sex scenes, a heady 
mix of re-creation and reality, 
with the emphasis on the latter. 
The filmmakers present the shad¬ 
owy world of backroom bars and 
bathhouses to enchanting effect, 
using color filters to capture the 
endurjng pleasures of anonymous 
sex in parks, sex clubs, and other 
natural habitats. Out in the Open 
is as practical as it is provocative. 
Shot in San Francisco at such well- 
known venues de verga as My 
Place and the bushes of Buena 
Vista Park, it’s a well-drawn map 
to treasures that festivalgoers can 
pursue when they’re not in the 
theatre. T

Tom, 
a New York grad student, picks up 
Clay, an aspiring actor, in a Man¬ 
hattan laundromat. A month later, 
Tom invites Jesus home from the 
same laundromat.

Too queer for Hollywood 

The strange case of William Haines

D ocumentary filmmakers 
Randy Barbato and Fenton 
Bailey seem to be drawn to 
outr£, off-center, and frequently 
titillating subjects whose innate 
quirkiness is perfectly 
camera-ready. Past explorations 
include the murderous Manhat¬ 
tan club-kid Michael Alig ( Party 
Monster), Tammy Faye Baker ( The 
Eyes of Tammy Faye), and the 
world of Santa Monica Boulevard 
hustlers {101 Rent Boys). This time 
around, they turn their attention 
to William Haines, the biggest 
male Hollywood movie star of 
1930, who was unemployed by 
1933. Haines lost his studio con¬ 
tract because he refused Louis B. 
Mayer’s ultimatum to give up 
Jimmy Shields, his live-in lover, 
and take a wife. 

Out of the Closet, Off the 


Screen: The Life and Times of 
William Haines, produced for 
American Movie Classics, is based 
on the Haines biography Wise- 
cracker by William Mann. The 
book, a rather dry but thorough 
telling of Haines’ extraordinary 
life, takes on an additional gloss 
with Barbato and Bailey’s treat¬ 
ment. Archival stills and film 
footage are combined with inter¬ 
views and some recreations of key 
moments in Haines’ life, featuring 
the handsome Christopher Law- 
ford as Haines. Stockard Chan- 
ning reads the narration, written 
by Gabriel Rotello. Out of the Clos¬ 
et screens as part of the SFILGFF 
on Sunday, June 17. 

William Haines, an upper- 
middle-class Midwestern boy, was 
more interested in sewing and 
decorating than football and base¬ 
ball. Although a naturally gifted 
athlete, young Billy refused to par¬ 
ticipate in sports and took more 


than his share of teasing as a re¬ 
sult. He deflected the verbal as¬ 
saults with witty bon mots and his 
naturally butch personality. Early 
in life, Haines adopted the role of 
the wisecracker as a defense mech¬ 
anism; it was a persona that would 
follow him onto the screen in his 
Hollywood films. 

Handsome and gregarious, 
Haines first moved to Manhattan, 
where he explored his homosexu¬ 
ality in the wild excesses of Green¬ 
wich Village during the Jazz Age. 
A chance encounter with a talent 
scout got him a Hollywood con¬ 
tract that led to leading roles in 
motion pictures. On camera, 
Haines was the perfectly charming 
party boy whose irresponsibility 
and racy behavior perfectly mir¬ 
rored the times. Then came the 
Depression and its concomitant 
shift to the right. 

With Hollywood’s new moral¬ 
ity, the Hayes office censored film 
content, and studio heads resolved 
to erase debauchery (read: homo¬ 
sexuality) from the screen. Ever 
the free spirit, Haines would not 
reform his ways, and Mayer boot¬ 
ed him out of the studio. With the 
support of his lifelong friend Joan 
Crawford, Haines reinvented him¬ 
self as interior decorator to the 
stars, and went on to sustain this 
highly successful career for the 
rest of this life. He also sustained 
his “marriage” to Jimmy Shields 
for 47 years, until Haines’ death in 
the early ’70s.

Bailey and Barbato’s rendering 
of Haines’ life is straightforward 
and thoroughly intelligent. They 
cover all major life events, includ¬ 
ing the Haines sex scandal that al¬ 
most ruined his second career as a 
decorator. The only noticeable 
omission is the sexually permis¬ 
sive nature of Haines’ relationship 
with Shields, and the fact that the 
two men, as they aged, became in¬ 
ordinately fond of their cocktails, 
ruining more than a few dinner 
parties with their sodden behav¬ 
ior. It’s possible that these latter 
facts might not appeal to a televi¬ 
sion audience, or might serve to 
diminish the generally courageous 
arc of Haines’ life. In any case, Out 


of the Closet, Off the Screen is an 
engaging and entertaining docu¬ 
mentary. 

In a stroke of genius, Frame¬ 
line pairs this documentary with a 
screening of Haines’ 1930 fiasco 
Way Out West. With his uncharac¬ 
teristic and incredibly swishy per¬ 
formance in this film, Haines 
sealed his fate as a leading man. 
This do’uble-bill should be one of 
the hits of the film festival. T

real experience, this is a funny and 
bittersweet epiphany on the slip¬ 
pery slope where love and lust 
meet, cohabit but never quite con¬ 
nect. The dialogue is sparse, and, 
as in a good poem, every line is 
fraught with meaning. Tom treats 
sex like an errand that is necessar¬ 
ily repeated but not remembered. 
To Clay, the encounter becomes a 
sense memory that lingers long af¬ 
terwards. The short brilliantly 
hints at larger issues, including 
cross-cultural attractions, physical 
fetishes, and the inability of some 
humans to ever really connect 
with anyone too close at hand.

outsiders who cast stones from the 
sidelines, but committed partici¬ 
pants in Scouting who, at no small 
personal cost, undertake to 
change a policy they feel is moral¬ 
ly bankrupt. One of the men ex¬ 
presses confidence the policy will 
ultimately be reversed, but fears, 
in the interim, that those in power 
at the BSA will do irreparable 
damage to a valuable program. 
And although the documentary 
does not mention this, the many 
recent suspensions of state and 
local funding of the BSA because 
of this discrimination lend cre¬ 
dence to his point of view. 

Shepard intelligently assembles 
the pieces of Scout's Honor into a 
truly moving documentary, in 
spite of the fact that BSA officials 
refused to speak to him. He brings 
a nice balance to the subject, 
choosing to focus on the personal 
impact of the policy on the lives of 
those who are fighting it. There is 
moving footage of young Cozza 
marching in San Francisco’s gay 
parade and speaking to the crowd 
from the podium, as well as ex¬ 
cerpts from the private ceremony 
where Steve receives his badge as 
an Eagle Scout as his equally coura¬ 
geous parents look on. Anyone 
who experienced Scouting long 
ago will still get a little tingle up his 
spine when the film offers up the 
recitation of the Boy Scout’s oath 
“to do our best, to do our duty, to 
God and our country.” Exactly who 
is doing his best, and how it is 
being done, is the real subject of 
this wonderful documentary. ▼

Cozza and Rice both indicate in 
the film that they find the practice 
not only morally objectionable, 
but completely inconsistent with 
the stated objectives of Scouting. 
Their courage, in the face of sting¬ 
ing rebukes from their Scouting 
colleagues, forms the core of 
Scout's Honor. But the struggle 
goes back much further than the 
formation of Scouting for All. 

The first significant challenge 
was mounted in 1981 by Tim Cur¬ 
ran, a gay Eagle Scout who chal¬ 
lenged the BSA’s policy. More re¬ 
cently, Jim Dale, an expelled gay 
Eagle Scout, sued the BSA over their 
discriminatory policy and won, 
with his victory upheld by a unani¬ 
mous decision in the New Jersey 
-Supreme Court. That decision was 
subsequently overturned by the US 
Supreme Court on a five-to-four 
vote. Both Curran and Dale partic¬ 
ipate in the documentary, providing 
moving testimonials to their own 
struggles. Filmmaker Shepard as¬ 
sembles great documentary footage 
of old television appearances by the 
two as their battle unfolds in the 
court of public opinion. 

One of the most moving as¬ 
pects of the struggle undertaken 
by Rice, Cozza, Curran, and Dale 
is their abiding faith in the value 
of Scouting, and their love of the 
institution. These are not agitprop

troop meetings. Yet when it came 
time to move up from Cub Scouts 
into Boy Scouts, I declined.

also plays the SFILGFF on 6/19 
(Castro). The subject in this in¬ 
stance is the institutionalized pol¬ 
icy of the Boy Scouts of America 
(BSA) that excludes homosexuals 
from Scouting. It is a policy that 
has been under siege in America’s 
courts and newspapers since 1981. 

Filmmaker Shepard concen¬ 
trates on the Scouting for All 
movement, which began in 
Petaluma with an unlikely alliance 
between two heterosexuals: Steve 
Cozza, a 12-year-old boy, and the 
70something David Rice, a Scout¬ 
master with a lifetime of active in¬ 
volvement in Scouting. In the late 
1990s they begin a grassroots 
movement to get the BSA to re¬ 
verse its policy of discrimination.

Nostalgia trip 

pray that the true-spirit of the Paradise Garage will return for a 

new generation” 

With these lofty words Mel Cheren, founder of once mighty 
West End Records disco label and financial backer of one of New 
York City’s legendary gay discos, the Paradise Garage, concludes 
his oddly captivating new 
autobiography, Keep on 
Dancin’, which examines 
from a white insider’s per¬ 
spective the birth of disco, 
the gift of black gay culture. 

A new generation of gay 
clubbers in San Francisco 
will soon have a chance to 
experience some of that old 
Garage spirit. This Sunday, 

June 17, Pleasuredome 
turns its decks over to 
David DePino and Joey 
Llanos, two deejays who 
worked at the Garage with 
the late, great ruler of the 
turntables, DJ Larry Levan. 

Those who want to max¬ 
imize their Garage-redux 
experience would do well to 
scan the book for juicy insider details before heading off to 177 
Townsend for the party. 

The Paradise Garage, according to Cheren, was “the first big- 
time, mainstream gay disco to enthusiastically court black and Lati¬ 
no gay men, not just whites.” More than at the mostly white gay 
discos, the clientele of the Garage were serious dancers, not just 
poseurs: “there was no attitude, here, no cliques defined by their 
muscles, no fashion victims, no A-list— It was a refuge... an ark, 
a church, a temple, a home. People claim it saved their lives, helped 
get them off the streets, gave them a purpose.... We were a tribe.” 

As is true with most modern dance tribes, the Garage pack were 
usually flying on chemical highs. “By being just as high as the most 
hardcore disco fans,” writes Cheren, “I was hearing what they were 
hearing, responding the way they responded, likeing what they 
liked” — implying, perhaps, that without angel dust, Evelyn 
“Champagne” King’s “Shame,” Donna Summer’s “Try Me I Know 
We Can Make It,” and Gloria Gaynor’s “Never Can Say Goodbye” 
never would have sounded quite so glorious. 

No chemical can substitute for a great DJ, and that’s what made 
the Paradise Garage famous; it’s DJs were treated as royalty, and the 
DJ booth was “the ultimate VIP room.” Diana Ross, Madonna and 
a host of other celebs used to hang out in the DJ booth, as did 
record promoters and gaggles of gorgeous boys. 

The Paradise Garage rose to its pinnacle in the years immedi¬ 
ately preceding the advent of AIDS; it was a place of wild abandon 
and hedonistic fun. It was the good old days, as many old-timers at¬ 
test, and its temporary revival, if only in spirit, will be a flashback 
to a time of innocence in Paradise. T

was crucial, the eunuchs ( hijra ), 
who number 1.3 million in India, 
now subsist through begging and 
whoredom. The film creates a 
powerful mosaic of lives truncated 
by family rejection, social exile, 
poverty, and AIDS. The mix of 
academic analysis, scenes from 
Bollywood, and scenes from the 
lives of a group of eunuchs paid by 
the filmmakers for access into their 
rarely-glimpsed world make this a 
must-see work (Roxie, 6/15). 

Closer to home is Juan Carlos 
Zaldivar’s engaging 90 Miles, an 
autobiographical tale of growing 
up communist in Cuba until age 
13, then coming to Miami to 
enjoy the debatable pleasures of 
American culture. Zaldivar’s 
queerness is less compelling here 
than the cultural dislocation, most 
profoundly felt by his father, 
whose longing for his old life in 
Cuba takes on tragic dimensions 
(Victoria, 6/15). 

Noxious president 

Another world mostly un¬ 
known to Westerners is seen in 
Robbie Hart’s Tina Machida in 
Zimbabwe. This brief but inspir¬ 
ing doc contrasts Zimbabwean 
President Robert Mugabe’s nox¬ 
ious “dogs and pigs” metaphor for 
gays with a young lesbian who 
eloquently demands her rights. 
The terror of “family values” sur¬ 
faces mightily in Machida’s grim 
recounting of being raped by a 
man paid to do so by her parents 
(Roxie, 6/16; Victoria, 6/23). 

Mugabe also appears in Lionel 
Bernard’s fine French documentary 
Homophobia: That Painful Problem 
as one of many villains. Not all are 
individuals; scenes of mass destruc¬ 
tion of movie theaters showing a 
lesbian-themed film (India) and ri¬ 
oters demanding discriminatory 
laws against gays (France) show the 
murderous mentality of mobs 
when confronted with queer im¬ 
agery (Roxie, 6/17). 

“Pleasure is political, and we 
should seek it,” according to Chris¬ 
tine Burton, 93-year-old impre¬ 
sario of the aforementioned Gold¬ 
en Threads. Burton is a remarkable 
presence whose tumultuous per-

sonal history of unrepentant les¬ 
bianism spurred her to pursue both 
the pleasurable and the political, in 
this case creating an organization for 
midlife and older dykes. The film fo¬ 
cuses on one of the group’s annual 
get-togethers. There are witty recol¬ 
lections of life for World War II-era 
dykes in New York’s secret gay bars: 
“If you were a woman, you had to 
have three articles of clothing. So 
you’d get some big stomping butch 
who had to wear bloomers! It was so 
humiliating!” (Roxie, 6/23) 

If Golden Threads debunks the 
myth of the humorless lesbian, 
Paris Poirier’s Pride Divide re¬ 
minds us that that myth and oth¬ 
ers are alive and well. The film, an 
excellent survey of 50 years of 
complex relations between gay 
men and lesbians, exposes an 
alarming number of cliches still 
prevalent in the queer communi¬ 
ty — e.g., that bisexuals “can’t be 


trusted”; that all gay men are 
flighty sex fiends; that all lesbians 
prefer love to sex. The increasing¬ 
ly irrelevant Camille Paglia is the 
worst of the interviewees, spewing 
dubious insights such as that les¬ 
bians only help male AIDS pa¬ 
tients because dykes enjoy seeing 
men in a position of weakness and 
dependency (Roxie, 6/23). 

Still with us 

The era of the “AIDS movie” as 
a major presence was thought to 
be over by now, but just as it has 
in life, AIDS has resurfaced 
strongly in this year’s fest. Several 
powerful documentaries in this 
year’s fest probe this apparently 
inexhaustible subject. Jay Corco¬ 
ran’s Undetectable follows the lives 
of six HIV-positive people in 
Boston as they grapple with the 
disease and with what too many 
have perceived as the cure, the 


“cocktail.” The film tracks its sub¬ 
jects, who represent a wide range 
of sex, race, and class, over time, 
showing that spirit can sometimes 
survive even as humanity is com¬ 
promised (Roxie, 6/23). 

Mary Patierno’s The Most Un¬ 
knowable Thing is downright har¬ 
rowing in its picture of the twists 
and turns in the life of an HIV¬ 
positive man who marries his fe¬ 
male chiropractor. Patierno push¬ 
es every imaginable button in this 
disturbing portrait of life’s little 
surprises. Some of the film’s in¬ 
tensity may be attributable to the 
fact that its subject is Patierno’s 
brother (Roxie, 6/20). 

AIDS and celebrity are an irre¬ 
sistible mix for trash TV, but Rudi 
Dolezal and Hannes Rossacher’s 
Freddie Mercury: The Untold Story 
takes a more subdued, almost 
worshipful view of its subject. 
Queen-watchers will find this in¬ 
triguing, partly because it’s an au¬ 
thorized work featuring tons of 
rare footage from performances, 
home movies, and Mercury’s leg¬ 
endary “decadent” parties. Others 
might object that it’s more ha¬ 
giography than biography. The 
most enchanting moments are 
opera diva Montserrat Caballe’s 
reminiscences — with perfor¬ 
mance scenes — of her duets with 
the queen of Queen (Roxie, 6/16). 

For those who can’t get enough 
of glitzy old queens, there’s a 1955 
Liberace show at the fest that 
shows His Gaudiness in all his ter¬ 
rifying glory. As others have noted, 
the scariest thing about Liberace is 
that he was a top! On the same bill 
is an unedited psychiatric intake 
interview dating from the same 
period as the Liberace show. The 
Case of Mr. Lin profiles a musician 
confounded by his homosexual 
tendencies who has sought out 
psychiatric help. Bizarre indeed is 
the “dialogue” between Lin and 
shrink Carl Rogers, who mbstly 
simply regurgitates what Lin tells 
him. There’s a subtle and welcome 
sense that Lin is playing a game 
with Rogers, and has no intention 
of changing despite Rogers’ rosy 
postscript about his patient’s 
“progress” (Victoria, 6/16). ▼

Cassandra Nicolaou follows 
an unseen woman’s Interviews 
with My Next Girlfriend to the 
pinnacle or nadir of Canadian 
humor, a good idea that goes 
slightly awry due to a desire to 
touch too many bases (Fun in 
Girls’ Shorts). 



From Coming to Terms 


Youthful passion is well-served 
by two shorts that offer up gloomy 
takes on coming out. In Shawn 
Postoff’s Coming to Terms, a 
young man’s desire to have a 


heart-to-heart talk with his par¬ 
ents is subverted by his failure to 
appreciate just how far the gap be¬ 
tween them is. The walls of Dami¬ 
an’s college dorm room seem to 
move in on him as his phone calls 
to Mom and Dad take on an in¬ 
creasingly desperate tone (Gay 
Youth Shorts, Roxie, 6/15). Ginny 
Wong’s Hong Kong-based Port re¬ 
veals an exuberantly naive quality 
about the love triangle of three 
young Chinese men. Port also 
confirms reports of Hong Kong 
men’s penchant for t-room sex 
(Everything In Between, Victoria, 
6/21; and Worldly Affairs). 

Two very different shorts flesh 
out the queer siblings program 
My Brother, My Sister (Roxie, 
6/23). Sharon Ferranti’s A Thou¬ 
sand Miles gives a seldom-seen 
credibility to the world of funda¬ 
mentalist religion as, against her 
better judgment and the advice of 
her lover, a sister returns home to 
rescue her closeted brother from 
the clutches of their fanatically 
obsessed mother. Ferranti resists 
the urge to paint a simplistic pic¬ 
ture of either neurotic family ties 
or this brand of Christianity. On 
the same program, Cruising Nor¬ 
mal provides a wry look at a 
brother/sister reunion during an 
absurdly tacky cruise to the Ba¬ 
hamas. 

Three programs look interest¬ 
ing even though space doesn’t per¬ 
mit details. Rebel Grrrls! (Victoria, 
6/22) promises an entertaining so¬ 
journ through the world of punk 
girl bands and multigendered ho¬ 
mocore youth groups. Trance Ro¬ 
mance (Herbst, 6/18) picks up 
where the recent Sex Workers Fes¬ 
tival left off in examining the bur¬ 
geoning tranny scene. And the in¬ 
creasingly arbitrary and always 
thin line between male and female 
is examined in Transformations 
(Victoria, 6/21). T

chance to join Earl Carroll’s Vani¬ 
ties. This led to the chorus line of 
the Latin Quarter, and then the 
Copacabana. After a European 
. Copa USO tour and dates in 
Miami and Hollywood, she was 
lured back to New York, where she 
replaced Lisa Kirk as Bianca on 
Broadway in Cole Porter’s Kiss Me 
Kate. When the play moved to 
London in 1951, Wilson moved 
with it, remaining to appear in 
such shows as South Pacific and 
Bells Are Ringing. Wilson returned 
to Broadway in 1955, appearing in 
Kismet, and then toured in Show 
Boat, Panama Hattie, Silk Stock¬ 
ings and Hi Fidelity. 

Despite the theatrical roles, the 
movies like The Strange One and 
This Could Be the Night, and her 
many recordings, Wilson is best 
known for what she’s been doing 
deliciously for decades, crooning 
in clubs. She has honed her talent 
for singing naughty, torchy songs 
into an act that is the epitome of 
cabaret. Watching her work is like 
takin§ a class in the art form. She 
is by turns ironic, seductive, sexy, 
saucy, serious, and always sensa¬ 
tional. 

Niche work 

“Cabaret is like life,” she said, 
“there are no answers.” She 
stressed that honesty is the most 
important quality, quickly fol¬ 
lowed by a sense of humor. Wil¬ 
son has both, in spades. Her audi¬ 
ences marvel at how much fun she 
seems to be having. Known for 


her relentless support of her 
“kids,” Wilson advises up-and- 
coming cabaret performers, 
“There’s a niche for everyone. If 
you love what you’re doing, you’re 
going to spread it to your audi¬ 
ence.” 

Why Dixieland? These are 
songs that Wilson grew up listen¬ 
ing to on the radio, songs she 
heard in clubs in the Village in the 
’40s, songs she’s wanted to do for a 
very long time. Wilson was invited 
to perform a number with the 
Smith Street Society Jazz Band on 
Jim Lowe’s radio show (WVNJ). 
She enjoyed it so much that she 
and her pianist and musical direc¬ 
tor, Mark Hummel, began work¬ 
ing with some of the same musi¬ 
cians and came up with Julie Wil¬ 
son in Dixieland, which she per¬ 
formed at the Algonquin Hotel’s 
venerable Oak Room. Wilson re¬ 
ceived rave reviews from critics 
like Stephen Holden, whose New 
York Times review asserted that 
Wilson’s “gravely, deeply lived-in 
contralto is well-suited to her ma¬ 
terial.” 

Along with her musicians, Wil¬ 
son is bringing five of her signa¬ 
ture feather boas, which she’s de¬ 
cided are essential to her interpre¬ 
tation of down-and-dirty num¬ 
bers and torch songs like “Do You 
Know What It Means to Miss New 
Orleans,” “Find Out What They 
Like and How They Like It,” “Give 
It to ’em Just that Way” and 
“Hardhearted Hannah (the Vamp 
of Savannah.)” 

Before she arrives in SF, Wilson 
will be in Atlanta performing her 
show Cole Porter and Friends, and 
then in Paris to spend a few days 
with her son Holt McCallany, a 
prolific actor who’s currently 
making a film in England. 

When we finally hung up, I was 
exhilarated, if not exhausted, by 
this 77-year-old’s exuberance, 
generosity and sincerity. I can’t 
wait to watch her transform the 
Plush Room into a New Orleans 
jazz club at Mardi Gras. I wonder 
what she’ll do with the boas. ▼

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Sordid Olivia 

Singer-actress Olivia 
Newton-John on lesbian 
rumors and'Sordid Lives'

| n the new movie Sordid Lives, 
p opening Friday at the Lumiere, 

Olivia Newton-John portrays 
Bitsy Mae Harling, a honky-tonk 
singer and ex-convict who may or 
may not have had a lesbian affair 
with the woman whose scan¬ 
dalous death the movie revolves 
around. 

In a recent phone interview, 
Newton-John explained how she 
landed the role. She had long 
known the movie’s writer-direc¬ 
tor, Texas native Del Shores, hav¬ 
ing met through Newton-John’s 
sister Rona, an actress and writer 
who had become friends with 
Shores after meeting him in an 
acting class. 

“He’s so brilliant,” Newton- 
John said. “He is one of my sister’s 
best friends, so I’d known Del for 
a long time and had been to see 
his plays.” 

After seeing Sordid Lives on 
stage, Newton-John expressed in¬ 
terest in appearing in a movie ver¬ 
sion. 

“I said to Del, kind of in jest, ‘If 
you ever think of a girl to do the 
singer’s part, think of me,”’ she re¬ 
membered. “Lo and behold, he 
got the money together to make 
the movie and called me and said, 
‘Well, I’ve got it together — do 
you want to do it?’ I was very ner¬ 
vous about it, but I said yes.” 

She was concerned about the 
Texas accent, but Shores worked 
with her on it and gave her a tape 
to listen to. 

There was also the character’s 
perceived lesbianism, which New¬ 
ton-John knew would dredge up 
old rumors about her own sexual¬ 
ity. She says she thinks the mistak¬ 
en notion that she is a lesbian was 
born in the 1970s when she sang 
her hit song “I Honestly Love You” 
on The Tonight Show. When the 
show’s legendary host Johnny 
Carson asked her if she had more 
girlfriends or boyfriends, she an¬ 
swered “girlfriends” — meaning 
“female friends,” not “lovers” — 
eliciting a raised eyebrow from 
Carson. 

“The rumor kept coming back 
to me, and I kept wondering, ‘Why 
are they saying this about me?”’ 
she said. “That’s the only thing 
that we could ever put our finger 
on. As if anyone would ever say 
anything like that on The Tonight 
Show! Let alone me, for crying out 
loud!” 

Swap meet 

Then there was the more ob¬ 
scure rumor that Newton-John’s 
former husband, Matt Lattanzi, 
was also gay, and'that the couple 
was involved in a unique spouse¬ 
swapping relationship with actor 
Christopher Atkins and his wife. 

“How convoluted and horrible 
is that?” screamed Newton-John 
with laughter when told of the 
Atkins rumor. “I’ve never heard 
that one. We were friends — yes, 
very good friends, and our chil¬ 
dren were friends, and we used to 
go on camping trips together, just 
like any normal couples do. 
Funny, isn’t it? They’ve gotta say 
something about you. But that’s 
why I don’t really ever believe any¬ 
thing I hear.” 

Newton-John said the Bitsy 
Mae Harling character was based

on an actual person from Shores’ 
past. 

“He’s not saying who it is be¬ 
cause he doesn’t want to upset 
that person,” she laughed. 

As for her singing in the movie 
(a soundtrack is expected to be re¬ 
leased soon), she said she didn’t 
try too hard to sound like a true 
Texan. 

“I think when you sing, there’s 
a kind of universal singing lan¬ 
guage, so I just kind of sang with 
my voice,” she said. “I play the gui¬ 
tar [in the movie], which I don’t 
do very well, but it didn’t matter 
for this part because it was Bitsy 
Mae — it wasn’t me — so that was 
fun.” 

Since her stellar recording ca¬ 
reer has included a few country al¬ 
bums, she felt comfortable with 
the genre. 

“That wasn’t new for me, but 
what was new for me was singing 
those hymns,” she said. “I didn’t 
know those hymns. Del grew up 
with them in church, but they 
were all new to me.” 

She also got to trash it up with 
heavy make-up, a short bleach- 
blonde hairdo and a tattoo. 

“I had a blast,” she said. “I had 
so much fun making this film. I 
loved working with Beau Bridges 
and Delta [Burke] and everyone. 
They’re so professional and so 
good.” 

She also enjoyed working with 
Texas-based character actor Leslie 
Jordan, who portrays the cross¬ 
dressing “Brother Boy.” 

“He’s fabulous — what a won¬ 
derful actor he is,” she said. 

Newton-John just returned’ 
from her native Australia, where 
she made another film with 
Shores. Entitled The Wilde Girls, 
the movie will appear on Show¬ 
time next year and will mark the 
debut of Newton-John’s 15-year- 
old daughter Chloe. 

Busier than ever, Newton-John 
will soon be releasing a box set en¬ 
capsulating her storied singing ca¬ 
reer, and also plans to begin writ¬ 
ing an autobiography, which will 
include the story of her triumph 
over breast cancer. 

“This is my 30th year in the 
business — 30 years since I had 
my first hit record, which I can’t 
believe,” she said. “I’m so lucky 
I’m even still around.” ▼
